Frankfort, Ky.. May 3.—[Special.]— 
The constitutionality of the legislative 
act of March. 1906, making the county 
the unite In local option elections, and 
known as the Cammack County Unit 
Bill, was upheld by the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals to-day. The decision of the 
court was announced In cases from the 
Henry and the Lincoln Circuit Courts, 
and In a most comprehensive opinion 
written by Chief Justice O’Rear. The 
full bench, with the exception of Judge 
Cantrlll, sat In considering the ques¬ 
tion. and united In the opinion deliv¬ 
ered. The exact meaning of certain 
provisions of the law as to rights of 
cities of the first, second, third and 
fourth classes Is amplified In an opin¬ 
ion delivered by Justice Hobson in an 
appeal brought up from the Woodford 
Circuit Court. 

In brief, the court holds as follows: 

“The Constitution meant that the 
local units named in section 61 (county, 
city, town, district or precinct), 
should control within their own terri¬ 
tory the question of prohibition; that 
each should have the privilege of say¬ 
ing conclusively that prohibition should 
prevail, but not conclusively that It 
should not. This construction harmon¬ 
izes the section so as to allow all of It 
to stand, and to give equal power and 
force to each unit named. Each unit 
for Itself has the option of putting the 
prohibition law Into effect within its 
territory. And no larger or smaller unit 
can prevent It. This Is the only con¬ 
struction of the section that occurs to 
us. or that has been pointed out. that 
will allow equal and controlled pow¬ 
er to every one of the five units named 
In the section. 

• • • 

Left To Legislature 

,# Until the passage of the Cammack 
County Unit bill there had never been 
a statute In this State under the pres¬ 
ent Constitution whereby the county 
could halve been the exclusive unit. In 
spite of the concurrent contrary action 
of the smaller units. A fair construc¬ 
tion of all opinions cljted In connection 
with Section 61 of the Constitution is. 
that the Constitution meant to leave 
and did leave the Legislature the de- 
alls of the law’ to be enacted to carry 
the provision of the Constitution into 
effect. It was. therefore, competent for 
the Legislature to provide by general 
law for repealing or modifying the ex¬ 
isting local laws continued in force by 
the Constitution, and to allow It to be 
done by the vote of such locality aa 
the Legislature saw proper. 

“The Legislature has now, for the 
first time, enacted a law In which It 
does give a controlling vote to a lo¬ 
cality—to each of the units named—In 
the event It votes for prohibition, over 
other units mentioned, which may not 
have voted, or may have voted pre¬ 
viously against the prohibition. The 
question is now raised and presented 
for decision for the first time, whether 
under Section 61 of the Constitution. It 
ha* the power to make such discrim¬ 
ination. We answer that it has* And 
It has It. as we think we have pointed 
out. In the evident purpose of the Con¬ 
stitutional Convention to further, and 
not to hinder, the restrictions that the 
people might see proper to place upon 
an article so destructive to the morals, 
health and safety of the public. 

• • • 

Each Has Chance To Adopt 

“The Act was Intended to change the 
law as to the effect of a vote on pro¬ 
hibition; to give a different effect by 
allowing each unit a chance—without 
regard to any previous vote taken In 
any other unit—to adopt prohibition. 
So. without reference to when the vote 
was taken In a city or precinct, which 
resulted In a majority against prohibi¬ 
tion, any other unjt. either Including or 
Included by the territory Just mention¬ 
ed. may vote for Itself fn the proposi¬ 
tion, and If it votes in favor of It. pro¬ 
hibition In counties of the class to 
which Henry* and Lincoln belong, be¬ 
comes effective In that territory*. There¬ 
fore. notwithstanding the fact that 
j Newcastle and Standford had shortly 
before refused to vote prohibition, the 
counties In which they were situated 
had the right to Immediately vote on 
the subject as a whole. 

“The Statute prohibiting a second 
vote within three years has reference 
| to an election in the identical territory. 
But we do not express an opinion as to 
whether. If a whole county has voted 
prohibition, after three years any 
precinct or town may not have an¬ 
other vote to change iho existing con¬ 
ditions. 

“The Act Is not local or special, but 
Is a. general law. It provides for mak¬ 
ing ^suoh cities (down to the four h 


class), a unit not to be controlled In 
any event by the counties unless they 
fall to avail themselves of the privilege 
of voting separately. It Is an exercise 
by the Legislature of the discretion of 
selecting the means and manner of 
carrying Section 61 of the Constitution 
into effect." 

“The act of 1906 simply repeals 
section 2560 of the former local option 
law and substitute* a new provision In 
its sitead. Pt did not change any of the 
other provisions of the act. The law 
for calling the election is still found 
In teotekm 2554. and the penalty tor 
vtotaling the law In section 2557. Sec¬ 
tion 2560 must be reed in connection 

wlHh the okher words of the act."

MATTER PASSED TILL H E A R D 
IN REGULAR COURSE. 


JUDGES DIFFER ON QUESTIONS. 


Frankfort. Ky.. May 3.—[Special.]— 
Judge Barker, of the Court of Appeals, 
before whom motion was made sever¬ 
al days ago to dissolve ten injunction 
secured in the Woodford Circuit Court 
by the Woodford County Board of Con¬ 
trol. of the Burley Tobacco Society, to 
prevent persons who had pledged their 
tobacco to it from breaking the con¬ 
tract* and selling to the American. To¬ 
bacco Company, to-day concluded to 
overrule the motion. The full bench of 
the court sat with Judge Barker, by in¬ 
vitation, and heard the motion and ar¬ 
gument. arvd unanimously agreed, be¬ 
cause of the wide difference of opinion 
among them on the questions presented, 
to overrule the motion and thus pass 
the whole matter over to be heard with 
the case on Its merits when it come* 
regularly on appeal before the court. 

The important question in the case is 
the constitutionality of the legislative 
act authorizing farmers to pool their 
crops of tobacco for their own protec¬ 
tion and In order to regulato and con¬ 
trol the price to be paid them for iherfr 
tobacco. Out of that aot grew the So¬ 
ciety of Equity. In overruling the mo¬ 
tion in the case. Judge Barker wrote 
briefly as follow's: 

“This case is before me as one of the 
Judge* of the Court of Appeals, on mo¬ 
tion to dissolve an Injunction granted 
by the Circuit Court. Owing to the 
great Importance of the questions aris¬ 
ing upon the record, I submitted them 
to the whole court After full argu¬ 
ment by counsel and a great deal of 
discussion by the Judges. It became 
evident that the opinions of the mem¬ 
bers of the court were so variant upon 
the several question* arising, that we 
have unanimously concluded to overrule 
the motion to dissolve, and allow the 
matter to come up for full argument 
after final adjudication of the case. If 
this be deemed necessary by the parties 
In interest. We are moved to this 
conclusion largely, by the consideration 
that the defendant's rights are amply 
secured by Injunction bond, and that 
he will not be Injured by awaiting 
the final Judgment."

ENLARGING THE COURT ROOM. 


Boise. Ida.. May 3.—The Jury which 
wtll try Willitem Haywood, the first of 
the accused in the Bteuneifbeig case, 
will be kept housed during the trial. 
The law of Tdaho provides that such 
Juries shall be kept In seclusion and 
uhe higher courts have always Insisted 
upon a strict compllarfoe with thil* pro¬ 
vision. Therefore rather than take any 
chance* with the publicity of a hotel 
in this case. Sheriff Shod Hodgin has 
hired a house for thfcrn. The house, 
standing on a neat lawn and gairdten.

B?sb Cox, of Cincinnati, Fears the 
Results of the Squabble. 


Cincinnati. May 3.—National and 
municipal politics must not conflict, 
according to the advice given to-day 
by George B. Cox. whose retirement 
os Hamilton county treasurer was an¬ 
nounced more than a year ago after 
several years of successful leadership. 
Ho said to-day; 

“In the coming municipal election the 
Taft-Foraker flght must have no part. 
If It does It might mean the defeat of 
the Republican party. Separate the 
two issues; settle the one before taking 
up the other." 

Mr. Oox said that he was simply ex¬ 
pressing his opinion a* a citizen on the 
situation In the State as K appeared 
to him,and that It <l\d not mean his re¬ 
turn to active politics. H declared that 
It seemed to him that the party “fac¬ 
ing an entirely new problem. Never 
before In 'the history of the party has 
Ohio had two Presidential candidate* 
and this situation calls for the split¬ 
ting issues." 

“We have a Mayor to elecL My Idea 
is that we ought to get this off our 
hands before taking up the national 
proposition. If we try to carry both 
along at the same race, w*e may cause 
the defeat of the Republican party In 
the municipal election. 

“Suppose, Just for the sake of argu¬ 
ment. we unite the munlcopal and na¬ 
tional Issues. Here Is Taft or Fomker. 
Suppose, now, the Hamilton county or¬ 
ganization Indorses Taft say. 

“The probability is the Foraker bunch 
w*ou)d bolt and the municipal election 
might be lost for the sake of some¬ 
thing that can be done as well by a 
different method. 

“The only way to carry out both 
successfully, is to get the city eleetkm 
off our hands. Then we can take up 
the other. By moans of a primary we 
con decide who is who—Taft or 
Foraker—anrUthe Republican conven¬ 
tion at a later date can pass upon the 
candidate and Indorse him for the sup¬ 
port of the party." 

As to & statement credited to him 
while in the Bast that the Republican 
organization In Hamilton was against 
Taft he said: 

“What I meant was that the local or¬ 
ganization in the local light would take 
a stand for neither one nor the other. 
I can't protend to say whether Foraker 
or Taft will get the support o*f the or¬ 
ganization.

BRIBERY CHARGES 


TAKEN UP BY GRAND JURY IN 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


President and General Manager of the 
United Railroads Refuse To 
Give Testimony. 


San Francisco, May 3.—The appear¬ 
ance of President Patrick Calhoun and 
General Manager Mullaly in the 
grand Jury chamber to-day was a long, 
looked for signal that the Jury had 
reached Its promised Investigation cf 
the municipal bribery charge* against 
the United Railroads. President Cal¬ 
houn and Manager Mullaly were de¬ 
tained In the grand Jury room for a 
moment or two. When they reappear¬ 
ed Mr. Calhoun said in answer to many 
questions:

From Dlstlrlot Attorney Lnngdon it 
was learned that Mr. Calhoun and 
Mr. Mullaly in turn were informed 
briefly by Assistant District \ttomey 
Heney that they were summoned to 
give testimony a* to the alleged brib¬ 
ery of supervisors and others by which 
It Is claimed the United Railroads ob¬ 
tained Its overhead trolley privileges 
In San Francisco; that they were then 
warned that whatever the testimony 
they might give might be used agulnst 
them In a criminal action; that they 
were Informed that they had the right 
to refuse to testify on one ground only, 
namely, that to testify might tend to 
incriminate themselves and render 
them liable to criminal prosecution and 
that thereupon each refused to testify 
at all. 

“We wore then very careful," added 
Mr. Langdon, “not to put any ques¬ 
tions to them." 

Asked If he meant that this refraln- 
ment was for the purpose of leaving 
tho field free for the Indictment of 
the president and the genoral manager, 
the District Attorney replied: “You 
may say that It was very significant."

Washington, Mny 3.—[Special. ]— 
Apropos of the activity of the Roose¬ 
velt third-term workers, some of the 
old-time Republican politician* are re¬ 
calling a chapter of political history 
bearing upon a third-term movement 
of the past. The story of that affair 
makes Interesting reading in connec¬ 
tion with present-day politics and some 
significant parallels are drawn, 

December 15. 1875. during the first 
session, of the Forty-fourth Congress. 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois, arose In his 
place In the House ajxl offered the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

“Resolved, That In the opinion of this 
House the precedent established by 
Washington and other Presidents of th* 
United States In retiring from the 
presidential office after their second 
term has become by universal concur¬ 
rence a part of our republican system 
of government ami that any departurt 
from this time-honored custom would 
be unwise, unpatriotic and fraught 

with peril to our free Institutions." 

• • • 

Resolution Adopted. 

Without debate the question was put 
and the resolution was adopted by a 
vote of 233 to 18; not voting. 38. The 
ramies of those voting and not voting 
were spread on the record. 

The situation which brought about 
this remarkable voicing of public sen¬ 
timent against a third term was this: 
President Grant was approaching th* 
end of his second term, and the time 
was drawing nigh for the Republicans 
to got ready for thek* national conven¬ 
tion. At this Juncture there was a 
grc*ot clamor for Grant for a third 
term, the office-bolding clasw leading 
the shouting, then as now. 

President Grant hlmectf had no idea 
that be would run again, but he was 
a man of few words, and fetid nothing 
about it pulbliety. But the office-(hold¬ 
ers were whooping It up and from the 
noise they made it appeared as If there 
must be a great demand In the country 
for a third term. 

The Hcnwe at that time was Demo¬ 
cratic, Mr. Ke. *, of Indiana, being 
Speaker, and Mr. Blaine, of Maine, the 
leader of the minority. Mr. Springer, 
from Grant’s own State, was prom¬ 
inent among the Democrat* and be- 
Lieved that was expressing the sen¬ 
timent of the State In opposing th* 
third-*term Idea. 

• • • 

Supported By Grant's Friends. 

It is significant to note that Mr. 
Springer’s resolution was supported by 
some of President Grant’s best friend* 
in the Illinois delegation. Horatio C. 
Burchard, representing Grant's dis¬ 
trict, voted aye as did Thomas J. Hen- 
derrson, Gen. Fort and other great 
Illinois men. In the vote at large, Gar¬ 
field, Hole and Frye, of Maine; Hoar, 
of Massachusetts, and Bin Jr were 
among the prominent men who voted 
aye. Blaine and Cannon did not vote, 
but the record does not show whether 
they were In the House or not. 

Analysis of the eighteen votes cast 
In opposition to the resolution, and, 
therefore. In favor of the third term. Is 
very significant. Ten of the number 
were Southern Republicans, some of 
them "carpet-baggers," holders cf Fed¬ 
eral offices In the South at some time. 

They Included such men as G. Wiley 
Wells, of Mississippi, a New Yorker, 
who. after the war settled In the South 
and held the office of United States Dis¬ 
trict Attorney in Mississippi. His biog¬ 
raphy In the directory of that day stat¬ 
ed that he had been elected to tho 
Forty-fourth Congress a* “an Adminis¬ 
tration Republican against A. R- Howe, 
an Ames Republican." There was also 
Hoge, of South Carolina, who came 
from Ohio and had been Associate Jus. 
tlce and afterward Controller of the 
State of South Carolina under recon¬ 
struction. 

There was Wallace, of South Caro¬ 
lina, who had been Internal Revenue 
Collector. The eighteen men who vot¬ 
ed for the third term were as follows: 
Bradley. Michigan; Denison. Vermont; 
Haralson, Alabama, fcloge. South Caro¬ 
lina; Hubbell, Michigan; Hyman. North 
Carolina; Lynch, Mississippi; Mc- 
Dougal, New York; Nash. Louisiana; 
Page, California; Pllasted, Maine; 
Pratt, Iowa; Smalls. South Carolina; 
Wallace. South Carolina; Walls, Flori¬ 
da; Wells. Mississippi; White, Ken¬ 
tucky, and Whitney. Illinois. 

• • • 

Southern Republicans. 

That array of Southern Republicans 
tells the story of much of the origin 
of the clamor for the third term, and 
irt is slgnoflcant to note that a great 
deal of the shouting for the third term 
to-day comes from the Administration 
patronage dispensers In the Southern 
States. 

Everybody knows what followed. The 
National Convention was held at Cin¬ 
cinnati; Ingersol made his “Plumed 
Knight" speech proposing Blaine, and 
Hayee captured the nomination. Grant 
went around the world, four years later 
came up again with the plea that the 
Interim which had elapsed prevented 
the charge of a third term candidacy, 
but even then there was such a strong 


sentiment against anything that savor¬ 
ed of a third term that the Chicago 
Tribune threw its great strength 
agaJnst Grant. 

Conkllng mode his eloquent speech 
at Chtcago nominating Grant and the 
Immortal “306“ went down to defeat, 
while Garfield carried off the prize.

Tho 
couple finally settled In Washington, 
the Rev. Mr. Crerle securing the posi¬ 
tion of assistant pastor of the Ninth- 
street Christian churoh.

HEARING NOT CONTINUED. 


Lack of a quorum yesterday after¬ 
noon caused an indefinite postponement 
of n continued hearing In the Louisville 
Bridge Company case. Only Dr. W. W. 
Barnes, of the special committee of 
the upper board, was present, and not 
a single member of the Railroad Com¬ 
mittee appeared. Charles Glbrfon, at¬ 
torney for the Louisville Bridge Com¬ 
pany, was there, and submitted to Dr. 
Burnea answers to ft set of questions 
that had been submitted to hlin. He 
also submitted a statement - covering 
the earnings of the Louisville Bridge 
Company from its tracks on Fourteenth 
street, south of Main street, for one 
year, and a statement covering the ex¬ 
pense of operating these tracks for tho 
same period of time. 

According to these statements th* 
bridge company operates Its tracks on 
Fourteenth street, south of Main street, 
at an annual loss of $39,416.09. 

The hearing has to do with the right 
of the Louisville Bridge Company to 
occupy Fourteenth street with Its 
tracks, and a special committee of tho 
upper board, composed cf Dr. W. W. 
Barne* and Frank S. Cook. Is consider¬ 
ing Jointly with the Railroad Commit¬ 
tee of the upper board the advisabili¬ 
ty of reporting favorably at tho next 
meeting night of the General » > ouneil 
an ordinance Introduced by Dr. Barne® 
revoking an ordinance of 1872 which 
gave to the bridge company the right 
to construct and operate it* tracks 
on Main street, south of Four¬ 
teenth street.

No Good Without Bridge. 


PRESIDENT, IT IS SAID, FEELS

Questions and Answers. 


Tn order to ascertain Just what the 
Louisville Bridge Company earns an¬ 
nually from lts tracks along Fourteenth 
street. Dr. Barnes submitted a set of 
questions, which with answers to 
them follow: 

Question— What ar© the charges per car 
and per passenger hauled over Four¬ 
teenth street to Tenth and Broadway by 
the Pennsylvania railroad and the Monon 
railroad? 

Answer—Assuming that the “charges per 
car’* refers to passenger cars, the answer 
is. that no such charge is made; the only 
charge kxdng a fixed bridge toll per pas¬ 
senger, regulated according to the dis¬ 
tance traveled by the pnspenger. This toll 
is the same whether the passenger gets 
on or off the train at Fourteenth street 
or at Tenth and Broadway. 

Q.—How many passenger cars In twen¬ 
ty-four hours are carried by the Pennsyl¬ 
vania and Monon railroads over Foure 
teenth street to Tenth street and Broad¬ 
way ? 

A ns. —Approximately four trains a day 
in each direction by each company, with 
an average of probably five cars In each 
train \\ * have no data on this point. 

What will be the average number of 
passengers on the above-named roads over 
Fourteenth street to Tenth street and 
Broadway in twenty-four hours? 

Ana—We have no Information ns to the 
average number of passengers passing be¬ 
tween Fourteenth and Main streets and 
Tenth street and Broadway. The reports 
made to us include all pAHsengcrs creep¬ 
ing the bridge No record is kept of those 
who *n*t on or off at Tenth and Broad¬ 
way. Of through passengers, other than 
.suburban passengers, none of whom go 
south of Main Htreet. at least two-third* 
of them get off at Main street.

The city of Stanford is a city of the 
fifth class, in Lincoln county. On June 
». 1906. at an electron duly called and 
held at Stanford, as to whether sp.nt- 
uoux, vlnou* and malt liquors should be 
sold. t«rtercd or loaned therein, prohibi¬ 
tion was defeated by a majority of 44 
votes. On September 12. 1906, at an elec¬ 
tion duly called and held for the entire 
county, prohibition prevailed by a ma¬ 
jority of 1.266.

Refuse License Renewal. 

Appellant Gentry was a licensed retail 
liquor dealer In Stanford, and after tho 
election. In September of 1906, he applied 
for a renewal of his license, and It w-ua 
refused. He likewise sued for mandamus 
against the City Council to grant the li¬ 
cense, he having compiled, as Scott had 
at New Castle, with all the conditions of 
the town ordinances and statutes on the 
subject, und the licenses navlng been re¬ 
fused solely because tho Town Councils 
deemed it unlawful to grant them after 
tho county elections In favor of prohibi¬ 
tion. 

The contentions of counsel who asBAU 
the validity of the statute are that It 
violates the Constitution In at least three 
particulars One. that Section 61 of that 
Instrument Is u guaranty of right to the 
municipality, tho town, to control for 
Itself, by the vote of Hs electors, whether 
or not ilqupra shall lx> Bold In the town, 
and that the act now under Investigation 
destroy# that option by mak'ng It sub¬ 
servient to the option which the oounty 
may exorcise upon tho question. Two, 
that it violates the section of the Con¬ 
stitution w’hlch declares that all elections 
shall he free and equal; and, third, that 
it violates Sections 69 and 60 of the Con- 
Mtltutloiw forbidding local and special 
legislation. There Is also an objection 
that tho title of the act Is not expressive 
of Its contest. 

The first of the contentions Is mani¬ 
festly tho most Important Tho others 
are matters of detail, that, If bad, could 
bo remedied by appropriate legislation. 
But If tho proposition is true that each 
unit, and particularly the smallest unit, 
la beyond tn© control of any of the others 
In any event, by vlrtuo or the language 
of the Constitution, then the matter la 
at an end until the peopflo shall change 
the Constitution.

Legislature Without Rights. 

A fair conetruction of all opinion* In 
connection with Section 61 of the Con¬ 
stitution 1* that tho Constitution meant 
to leave, and did leave, to the legislature 
th«j details of tho law to be enacted to 
carry the provisions of the Constitution 
Into effect. In view of the changing con¬ 
ditions of the? future, the wisdom of the 
Legislature could beat determine when the 
conditions arose as to how often and ln 
what rotation votes In the respective lo¬ 
calities might be taken on the subject. 
It was. therefore, competent for the leg¬ 
islature to provide by general law for 
repealing or modifying tnc existing loco!

Theee oases, Involving a common ques¬ 
tion, are Iveard and decided together. The 
question is tho oonaUlutianallty of the 
ace of March 16, 1906. amendatory of the 
local option law, and whioh 1* commonly 
called the Commook County Unit BUI. 
The Henry Circuit Court held the act to 
be unconstitutional. At least that seems 
to be the effect of the Judgment and opin¬ 
ion of that court. The Lincoln Circuit 
Court held to the contrary. 

Section 61 of the Constitution of thla 
State read* ok follows: 

“The General Assembly shall, by general 
law, provide a mean* whereby the sense 
of the people of any county, city, town, 
district or precinct may be taken to 
whether or not spirituous, vinous or malt 
liquors shall be sold, bartered or loined 
therein, or the sale thereof regulated But 
nothing ‘herein shall be construed to tn- 
terfcise with or to repeal any law Ln force 
'rotating to tho sole or gift of such liquors. 
All elections on this question may be hold 
on a'day other than the regular election 
clays.’* 

, Cjiapter 81 of the Kentucky Statutes 
(Carroll’s) relates to Intoxicating liquors, 
and Article* 1 and 2 of that chapter are 
*et apart to the local option law Sec¬ 
tions <2.554 to 2.568. Inclusive, d«*U with 
the manner of putting the law lata force. 
Those sections provide how and when the 
elections are to be held for taking the 
sense of the people of tho territory to be 
after ted by the vote. Bee tlon 2.560 dealt 
with the effect of the vote upon the ter¬ 
ritory In Which the election was hold. It 
was under this statute that the co^es 
which have come before this court In past 
y<*trs ulnce 1891 have been decldt-d. Of 
them we will have occasion to take notice 
later on ln this opinion.

Text of Statute. 


The statute passed at the last Legisla¬ 
ture. the validity of which Is the subject 
of this litigation, reads:

In thla BTffio the county 1* ln most 
things, the unit of political Government. 
Jurisdiction of courts, venue of actions 
and of crimes, the assessment and collec¬ 
tion of revenue, the laying out and main¬ 
taining of public highways, the granting 
of licenses, the administration or Justice 
through trial courts, the probate or wills. 
S4*tloment of decedents’ and trust es- 
ratc*. the transfer and recording of titles 
to real estate, the government of common 
schools, the care or the poor—all matters 
of Government pertaining to the State— 
are administered In the main, and In some 
liuitano s entirely, through the subdivision 
of the State called the county. 

Tho county a* a unit of Government Is 
older In point qf time among tho Angjo- 
Saxon people than either ftiState or 
Hie town. The matter of local self-govern¬ 
ment with them lias always found Its 
moat consistent application through the 
medium of the county. The people have 
insisted upon, and have kept, the man¬ 
agement of certain local affairs which 
concerned them peculiarly well In their 
own hands through so many generations, 
even under different Governments, that 
the matter ha* come'to be recognised as a 
primal right and a badge of their liberty, 
without being so expressed In their Con¬ 
stitutions, it has been tacitly recognized 
and acted upon as a thing so well estab¬ 
lished, and admitting of no doubt, as that 
It Is found running through every Consti¬ 
tution, and every' form of Government 
which they have established in Kentucky, 
and In Virginia Itefore the separation, that 
tho county was the unit of local Govern¬ 
ment. 

• • • 

Has Historic Basis. 

The New England town system, what¬ 
ever Its merit, has never found the place 
In tho South, and ln Kentucky, which it 
tot* In other parts of the Union. Custom, 
tne habit of the people, is hard to chuugv. 
The habit of treating tho county a* tne 
unit of local Government la one with us 
that dates back beyond the colonies. Such 
Inroad* as have been mado toward cen¬ 
tralization in the State, or dispersal of 
power Into Hmallcr parts, have been re¬ 
garded suspiciously and tolerated In more 
or lees doubt. Ordinarily It Is true that 
the whole include* all Its parts, and Is 
greater than any of thorn, although it te 
true absolutely only when applied to 
mathematics and to distance, time and 
quantity. The county necessarily em¬ 
braces within its territory every town, 
city and precinct organised within 1L The 
population of such subdivision constitutes 
part of the population of the county 
There Is no part of any county that 1* 
not embraced within some precinct. 
Towns and cities are likewise divided into 
precincts. So that the smallest unit Is tho 
precinct. Yet it Is not a unit of Govern¬ 
ment at all. It has not the machinery 
for Government. It has not a single of¬ 
ficial, or may not have, who is selected l>y 
Its voters and who performs any act of 
Government whatever. It t* only a votlna 
territory, as part of a district, town city 
or county. Precincts are created In the 
county, by the oounty and for the con- 
vim.encc of the people of the eounty 

Towns and Cities are organised Into go\- 
ernmental bodies by the legislature. Tm*lr 
citizens are not the less Htlz.-na of the 
county wherein the town Is located They 
owe to the county*tho same duties, and 
are entitled to equal privilege* as thowe 
who reside outs.de the town limits 

In this view of the situation d'oes the 
ronstltution mean when It provides that 
the voter* of any county, city, town dis¬ 
trict or precinct shall determine whether 
or not Intoxicating liquors shrill bo add 
therein, that one unit shall dominate tho 
others? And if so. which one? it |* cer¬ 
tain that a county cannot be a dominant 
unit ever, if n town, or city, or nny pre¬ 
cinct therein, may decide the same ques¬ 
tion for Itself, and contrnry to the vote 
of the county a* a whole. Nor can a 
town or precinct be a controlling unit If 
the vote of the county to th*> contrary 
can overthrow the result In the smaller 
territory. Constitutions, like other In¬ 
struments. must be given nuch construc¬ 
tion as will glvV some meaning, If possi¬ 
ble. and a consistent meaning, to every 
word employed. We must therefore search 
for that meaning that will not annul the 
privilege accorded to precincts In this 
matter, nor emasculate the right* given to 
the counties, cities and town*.

Some may rook inth the glass darkly, 
but the shimmering surface of the mir¬ 
ror or the clear depth of the crystal are 
translucent to the gaze of the man who 
can conjure up visions at will. 

Col. Watterson ls w'ell equipped for 
a political seer. His remarkable expe¬ 
rience ln Journalism and politics Is 
united with great ability and sagacity. 
But prophecy of that description is en¬ 
vironed with hazards. Edmund Burke, 
the profoun^est political philosopher of 
modern tlm€*s, tried his hand on the 
French Revolution, with only mensur¬ 
able success. The unexpected is a thing 
which Is very apt to happen In politics, 
and especially In American politics. To 
argue from cause to effect, wiLh a lit¬ 
tle analogy thrown in. Is not always 
safe. What has happened will not nec- 
oEsarily happen again under somewhat 
similar circumstances. The prophet 
may give undue weight to conditions, 
or he may erroneously assume that the 
conditions are responsible when some* 
’thing else Is really responsible for a 
situation. Moreover, while there Is a 
certain amount—and a very' large 
amount—of stability In American pub¬ 
lic opinion, there are breezes which 
blow over It and stir It Into ructions at 
Intervals* and momentarily change its 
drift. The counter-currents thus formed 
may exert an Influence which the polit¬ 
ical seer cannot anticipate, and, of 
course, cannot foretell. 

Thus it appears the Bluegrass prophet 
cast the presidential horoscope us early 
as a year ago, and Is ready to place his 
money on the man the constellations 
marked as the son of fortune. Already 
Col. Watterson is setting up his claim 
to be the man w'ho made Hughes. He 
himself tells of hts tutelage of the New 
Yorker on a Joyous occasion when 
"soda" was running red and the spirit 
of prophecy' was mellow. The Demo¬ 
cratic editor then told him in the priv¬ 
acy of his Inspiration that he was to 
be the man of destiny ln New York 
politics and In the politics of the nation, 
in hi* Democratic prognostications he 
Is not happy. 

Ool. Watterson Is in error In one re¬ 
spect. Hls perspective Is not good. He 
tippears to think that Mr. Bryan Is a 
great peril to the Republican party. 
This is due, perhaps, to the fact that 
Mr. Watterson Is closer to Mr. Bryan 
than he Is to the Republican party. It 
1* not easy to Imagine why a man who 
has been twice beaten for the presi¬ 
dency under oertcdnly as favorable au¬ 
spices as he can ever have again should 
be a terror to the Republicans. The 
only thing which could possibly make 
Mr. Bryan formidable ls hls isms. They 
constitute pretty much all of the man 
in which the public Is Interested. Hi* 
Isms are appeals to the eccentric-mind¬ 
ed politically. They do not appeal to 
the great body of Intelligent public 
sentiment. Buoh of them has had its 
cult and its efflorescence, and may now 
be said to be dying out. to make place 
for some other growth. There does 
not appear In this to be any danger for 
the Republican party. Mr. Watterson 
has erected an exposed scareecrow into 
an actual political entity, but the Re¬ 
publican leaders are not likely to be 
alarmed. 

Bryan's Popularity. 

[Atlanta Journal ] 

There can be no doubt that Mr. Wat¬ 
terson reflects a very general sentiment 
when he conceded the almost undis¬ 
puted popularity of Mr. Bry&n as the 
Democratic candidate and at the same 
time recalls those little things which 
at times look like a lack of responsi¬ 
bility on the part of Mr. Bryan. 

Without going so far back as hls ad¬ 
vocacy of free silver and hls Insistence 
that It should, in substance, be made 
a part of the platform at a time when 
It really was no longer an Issue, one 
needs only to remember the Madison 
Square Garden speech. In which he 
came out rather strong for Govern¬ 
ment ownership of 4 railroads. 

It Is not easy to see why Mr. Bryan, 
with a full sense of hls responsibility, 
should have thrust so radical a state¬ 
ment before the people, and yet It must 
be confessed that the spirit of his 
declaration was that unless the rail¬ 
roads adopted a more conciliatory 
policy towards the people they would 
drive the Into adopting Govern¬ 

ment ownership whether they wished It 
or not. He certainly doo.s not regard 
the taking over of the railroads as one 
of the duties of the present time or the 
Immediate future. 

Whatever Individual views one may 
entertain ln regard to Government own¬ 
ership of railroads, looking to the only 
hope of the Democracy ln the next cam¬ 
paign, it Is a matter of gratification 
that Mr. Bryan himself has said that 
the next Democratic platform should 
not and, would not embody any declara¬ 
tion In favor of such ownership and 
control. This la a definite and con¬ 
clusive statement whlqh should be suf¬ 
ficient on that point. 

And as for free silver, even Mr. Bry¬ 
an Is not saying muchr about that. 

The American people have come to 
believe In the absolute honesty and 
sincerity of Mr. Bry»n. He has the 
grift of eloquence and the personal mag¬ 
netism which naturally win and hold 
friends. Mr. Watterson ls right ln 
saying that he Is the only man In the 
running thus far. 

Tho Kentucky editor ls also right In 
saying that the relations of labor and 
capital and of franchise corporations 
to the public Is the great issue be¬ 
fore the public.

When Mr. Bryan returned ft*om Eu¬ 
rope last August Col. Henry Watter¬ 
son w'as one of those enthusiasts who 
went to the pier—metaphorically, at 
least—<o welcome back the leader of a 
reunited and relnvlgorated Democracy, 
Like our neighbor, "The Times," he 
had great faith in tho educational val¬ 
ue of "foreign travel."

He has played ln the 
game too long to be upset by a little 
miscalculation of probabilities or a lit¬ 
tle mlKcarrlage of fortune* He ls a 
s««a*oned philosopher and a good loser. 
Having / Invested voluntarily In the 
Bryan blind pool, he would not repu¬ 
diate hls contract.

Col Watterson Is famed for many 
great achievements with his wonder¬ 
fully facile pen. but the free-trade 
shriek that he wrote into the Demo¬ 
cratic national platform of 1892 was not 
among them. It will be recalled that 
tn hls speech of acceptance Mr. Cleve¬ 
land insisted on a considerable toning 
down of the Colonel’* fervid rhetoric. 
It will also be recalled that the Dem¬ 
ocratic Con gross which came In with 
Cleveland in 1893—the only CongTess 
In the List forty-nine years In which 
the Democrats have had legislative 
g>owei—passed a highly protective tar¬ 
iff act.

Fairbanks. The Vice President Is an 
old, a cool, and a shifty hand at tho 
bellows. He Is the Incarnation of or¬ 
thodox and conservative Republican¬ 
ism.'* 

And It may well be that that typo 
of Republicanism, let us say the Mc¬ 
Kinley type, will have come to the for® 
again by convention time. It Is by no 
means highly Improbable that by then 
the party and the country generally 
will have quldej down to the state of 
nUnd that w'ould make the nomination 
of Mr. Fairbanks or a man of hls aaf® 
Htamp a welcome and restful proposi¬ 
tion. 

After a period of storm and stress, of 
needed militant reform and violent 
purging, there always follows the de¬ 
sire and the need for the period of 
quiet, and of digestion of the new rad¬ 
ical reform*.

Inception was a mistake and persev®r- 
ance ln It would bo a blunder. Gen. 
Grant narrowly escaped overthrow' by 
the Liberal Republicans, who fought 
him openly assailed him boldly In Con¬ 
gress, in tne press and on the stump. 
They nominated the wrong man, or 
Grant’s occupancy of the White House 
would have terminated four year® 
earlier than It did.

Principles Greater Than Men.

Henry Watterson Is undoubtedly cor¬ 
rect ln hls declaration that It Is Impos¬ 
sible for President Roosevelt to be¬ 
queath his personal strength to any 
other presidential candidate. The bril¬ 
liant and learned Kentuckian is a pro¬ 
found student of men and It Is the per¬ 
sonal equation in politics that Interest* 
him—the personality of Tilden, the per¬ 
sonality of Cleveland, the personality 
of Roosevelt, the personality of Hughes. 

If Mr. Watterson Is lame at any 
point It Is in the emphasis he places on 
men, to the neglect of principle®. Men 
get ahead ln politics because of their 
personal qualities; but they also got 
ahead because of their identification 
with certain ideas that have gained 
firm possession of the popular mind. 
The strength of Abraham Lincoln lay 
partly In hi* personality, but also In 
the faot that he became the embodi¬ 
ment and the exponent of a great na¬ 
tional passion for liberty and union. 

It is just so with Theodore Roose¬ 
velt. The reason why the average man 
Is so strong for Roosevelt Is partly be¬ 
cause he admire* hls honesty and cour¬ 
age. but U is also because he feel* that 
the President has taken up and pushed 
to a realization certain deep-seated 
popular convictions that the abuses of 
special privileges by great power ln 
private hands must cease. The aver¬ 
age man Is for Roosevelt, not solely be¬ 
cause It Is Roosevelt, but because 
Roosevelt ha* sensed and made Into 
action the average man’s disapproval of 
corporation rule and the unfair chance 
the average man has had with tho so 
w'ho enjoyed secret and unfair advant¬ 
ages in tho business world. 

What Mr. Watterson’s splendid diag¬ 
nosis of the situation seems to ua to 
Ignore is the fact that the Republican 
party. In Congress and throughout the 
land as well os in the White House, bos 
made Itself the custodian and exponent 
of the spirit of industrial liberty of th* 
time Just as a generation ago It mod* 
, itself the custodian and exponent of the 
spirit of political liberty and anion of 
that time. It Is not purely a question 
, of Roosevelt nnd hls persona; qualities 
I or of Fairbanks, Hughes an i Tr%- < t and 
their personal qur.lltle*. It Is a ques¬ 
tion of principle* that arc greater thoa 
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any man. If Mr. Watterson thinks 
that all there is behind Roosevelt ie 
his personal qualities, he deludes him¬ 
self as the ardent Democrat Is likely 
to do.

A Queer Solar System.

Prom the altitude of Europe—remote 
from local atmospheric aberrations of 
our own country—Henry Wattefison has 
been sweeping the political sky "1th 
his Justly famous telescope and Anus 
the heavens singularly destitute of 
stars of the first magnitude. Of Demo¬ 
cratic luminaries he can find only one 
whose movements are of the slightest 
interest; and its movements are not of 
the slightest importance in his estima¬ 
tion. for he is willing to bet a hundred 
to one that William Jennings Bryan 
Will not be the next President.

Neither 
Roosevelt, nor his candidate Taft is in 
the right ascension according to the 
Louisville astronomer. Hughes Is the 
man; he will wager a "hundred to one 
that the Governor of New York will be 
the next President. 

The most striking feature of this re¬ 
port upon the heavenly bodies Is the 
destitution of both parties. One party 
has no candidate except a mart who 
has been beaten twice, and who was 
not regarded as an availability three 
years ago, and of whose success Col. 
Walter son entertains not the least ex¬ 
pectation. On the other side Is only a 
man who has but Just entered the po¬ 
litical field as Governor of New York, 
having secured an election by a sort of 
a fluke, and who has a fight with the 
political organization of his State on 
his hands.

Watterson As a Prophet.

When Henry Watterson comes back 
from Europe, after carefully studying 
American political conditions from the 
vantage point of Baden-Baden and tho 
Riviera, what he has to say Is naturally 
received with much deference by the 
American press as a whole 
Pet haps after all Col.Watterson. whose 
political services have always been en¬ 
tertaining if not useful to the party 
he professes to serve, may be able to 
Judge of political conditions better if 
some 3,000 miles of ocean Intervened 
betwoen him and the country of which 
he talked When he was closest to the 
Democratic organization he asserted In 
a burst of oratory that if u person 
named Grover Cleveland were nomi¬ 
nated for the presidency the party 
would march through a slaughter house 
to an open grave. As a matter of fact 
the party marched through one of the 
easiest campaigns ever fought to vic¬ 
tory. Yet perhaps Col. Watterson was 
right in the end, because after the elec¬ 
tion of Mr. Cleveland and four years 
of his sendee, he led It to the grave 
which Watterson had foreseen, but 
which did not present Itself at the mo 
ment that the distinguished Kentucky 
editor had predicted. 

Nor can we forget that when the 
Democratic party, which had cast near¬ 
ly 7.000.000 votes for Mr. Bryan in 1S96 
against Mr. Watterson’s bitter antag¬ 
onism. and which in 1900 cast over 
6.000.000 with his ostensible support, 
nominated a certain Judge Parker and 
received Mr. Watterson’s earnest and 
strenuous aid and enjoyed his prophe¬ 
sies of victory, the candidate whom he 
was sure would be elected fell over 
a million votes short of Bryan*s vote 
In 1900 and was defeated by the great¬ 
est popular majority ever registered 
against any presidential candidate. 

Watterson stands as the last sur 
vlvor of the great editors of the olden 
times. Wo all love him. He Is what 
Horace Greeley was years ago. and 
when tho boys in Journalism quote him 
thev are doing well and rightfully. But 
political observers have a right t > ask 
whether when he predicts the triumph¬ 
ant election of Hughes, or another Re¬ 
publican. he speaks with more knowl¬ 
edge than when he predicted the de 
feat of Cleveland or the victory of 
Alton B. Parker.

Henry Watterson, who has lately re 
turned from Paris, publishes a leader 
upon the national political situation 
brilliant and sparkling, as It Is his wont 
to write them.

Their op¬ 
position is without reason or justifica¬ 
tion from the political standpoint or 
the viewpoint of public Interests. In 
any other view it is suggestive of in¬ 
fluences to which no public servant will 
yield if he is honest and straightfor¬ 
ward. Democrats and Republicans of 
this type are a crushing incubus upon 
their respective parties. The Democracy 
of New York, which earnestly desires 
reforms in the public-pervice cori>ora¬ 
tions. ought to send to the Stale Leg¬ 
islature men whose first and last 
thought Is the advancement of the peo¬ 
ple's Interests—men who will not be 
the overzealous friends of corporations, 
the allies of machine politicians or the 
agents of thoae who have a direct In¬ 
terest In defeating reform legislation. 

Gov. Hughes is fortunate In having the 
opposition of such men. Their antago¬ 
nism makes him stronger with the hon¬ 
est and independent voters of ail par¬ 
ties. 

Of his own party, the historic Demo¬ 
cratic party, Col. Watterson has not 
much expectation. It has un opportuni¬ 
ty, but It may not be "iso enough to 
aval! itself of that opportunity.

Hughes will suc¬ 
ceed Mr. Roosevelt as President of the 
United States. But Col. Watterson Is 
more distinguished ns a rhetorician 
than as a prophet. And what he doesn t 
know about the political future has 
often been communicated to an Inter¬ 
ested but skeptical world. 


he heartily believed. Col. Watterson 
admits that Bryan is now the chief fig¬ 
ure on the Democratic horizon, though 
he says the Nebraska man is talking 
too much and showing too little discre¬ 
tion in what he says.

Mr. Roosevelt, he says, 
has made the contest for the next Re¬ 
publican presidential nomination Im¬ 
placable. He h3s Introduced Just such 
factional differences and animosities in 
his party as split the Democracy, and 
the Democracy Is not In a position to 
take advantage of the great oppor¬ 
tunity these conditions seem to afford. 
Continuing Mr. Wutterson says: 

“At this moment the President heads 
one party and Mr. Bryan the other. Ex¬ 
isting between the two Is a great b^dy 
of thinking people who would exclaim. 
•A plague on both your houses.' but are 
powerless to make an effective or even 
a considerable diversion." 

This is well stated. By a peculiar 
combination of circumstances the 
Democrats art* bound to Mr. Bryan, 
though the party by no means wholly 
trusts or almires him. And Mr. Roose¬ 
velt has the whip band over the Re¬ 
publican organization, though there are 
many members of the party In no way 
allied to the corporation Interests he as¬ 
sails. who are weary of his presidential 
prvotechnics and would prefer a more 
consistent and more dignified leader¬ 
ship of the party. 

Mr. Bryan has in the recent past inr 
dcured Hearst and he has politically 
consorted with radical extremists like 
Tom L. Johnson *>f Cleveland.

He Is not the 
man whom the bulk of thoughtful 
Democrats would voluntarily select as 
their leader. Mr. Watterson is right

Col. Watterson is not very optimistic 
over the prospects of the Democratic 
party In 1908. He admits that Demo¬ 
cratic success is not impossible.

A folio edition of William Shakespeare's 
works, bearing the date of 1685, Is now in 
tho possession of Ben la Bree. Jr., tho 
well-known LoUlsvllIe bookman. It is as¬ 
serted that J. Plerpont Morgan paid the 
handsome sum of $10,000 for a copy of the 
same edkkm of the famous English poet. 
The book was discovered In the library of 
Mrs. Rosa Burwell Todd, of Owensboro, 
having been preserved In the library of the 
Burwell family, of Virginia, for over 200 
years. Tho book wrlth others was shipped 
from Bedford City. Va.. about a year ago 
to the present owner In Owensboro. The 
copy of Shakespeare was dUwx»vered by 
accident. It will be taken to New York 
and probably sold. Mrs. Todd gives the 
following history* of the Interesting volume 
In a letter written to Mr. Ia Bree: 

Owensboro. Ky.. May 2.—Mr. Ben Lai 
Bree. Jr.. Ijoulsville. Ky My Dear Mr. 

I>a Bree: The early settlement of the 
English gentry’ In tidewater Virginia was 
perfectly natural In that these early col¬ 
onists sought the easy living conditions 
to bo found only In that section of the 
State. As a rub* the younger sons of the 
English gentry formed the larger part 
of these first settlements, but after a 
time this ea©y manner of life and lack of 
Ruffleloru Income caused tbom to think It 
would he wise to explore the Btate be¬ 
yond the Blue Ridge mountains, that 
cheaper lands might be obtained, and 
with this In view Gov. Bpottswood organ¬ 
ized, about 1712, a company of gentlemen, 
who started out from the sandy soli of 
tho tidewater region wrlth unshod horses, 
but very soon the mountain roads made 
it necesisory to have them shod, and the

mountains, since known as Piedmont. 
Va.. and upon their return to Williams¬ 
burg Gov. Spottswood dubbed them “The 
Knights of the Golden Horseshoe," and 
presented each one with a gold horseshoe 
as a souvenir of their trip of discovery. 

At once the settlement of this part of Vir¬ 
ginia began, and at first was used more for 
grazing land than a place of residence, 
thus my grandfather. William A. Burwell 
settled his large body of slaves in a re¬ 
mote county In this Piedmont region. 
Franklin county, and as he never resided 
there, his library and silver were left in 
charge of the slaves for more than 200 
years. 

William A. Burwell was the private see 
retarv of Thomas Jefferson In 1804-5. and 
ofterward represented his congressional 
district for fourteen years, and died at the 
age of forty-one years, and was first 
burled In the Congressional cemetery* In 
Washington and afterward his body was 
removed to Green Mount cemetery. Balti¬ 
more. Md. , * t 

William A. Burwell was an only child 
for four generations and was a descend¬ 
ant of MiiJ Lewis Burwell. president of 
the House of Burgesses of Virginia.

As most of the coal mines from which 
New Orleans is supplied are remote, 
as those on the Monongahela and the 
Kanawha, and the city dependent for 
delivery of the product upon many con¬ 
tingencies of drouth and ice in the 
Ohh>, in order to meet such increased 
demand there will have to be much 
larger reserve stocks carried in Now 
Orleans and along the lower Mississippi, 
since in New Orleans, as in the interior 
of the State, there will be a similar 
change in many industries from the use 
of oil as a fuel to coal. 

This problem present a several inter¬ 
esting phases Inasmuch os the condi¬ 
tion in Louisiana will be, to greater or 
less ilegree, experienced by all fue4 con¬ 
sumers between the two extrfme locali¬ 
ties »»f supply and demand. A certain mo. 
nopoly which Pittsburg coal enjoys In 
regulating the price of the commodity 
will, eventually, unless steps are taken 
I *to counteract the effect of this in¬ 
creased demand for such fuel, operate 
to increase the price of coal to all con¬ 
sumers. Whether It is that there is 
any collusion between the Pittsburg 
coal syndicate and tho railroad* or not, 
the former has quite uniformly fixed 
the price of the commodity regardless 
of the number of railroads penetrating 
tho coal fields or their proximity to the 
consumer. But there Is a practical 
remedy, and Kentucky can furnish IL 
The nearest coal field to Now Orleans 
Is that in the Birmingham, Ala., field. 
But this Is of little avail as a factor in 
lowering tho price of coal at New Or 
leans, in competition with the Pittsburg 
article, owing to the cost of railroad 
transportation. The nearest field where; 
at proper stages, coal can bo supplied 
southward by water Is the Western coal 
fieJd of Kentucky. At one time before 
the war coal was extensively mined 
along the Ohio In Union county for 
shipment South, but owing to sand bars 
which obstructed the lower Ohio and 
the uncertainty of tides the enterprise 
was abandoned several years after the 
war closed because of losses Incurred by 
the projectors. There Is. however, a feas¬ 
ible way of utilizing this source of 
supply, independently of the nucertaln

If one were forced to find a literary par¬ 
allel for Mr. Aldrich, we should turn, not 
to Herrick, biff to Horace—and to the 
Horace of the Odes. Mere are the some 
deftness and perfection of workmanship, 
wrought out In the small compass of brief 
poems. Here is the same mingling of na¬ 
ture love with a keen enjoyment of whst 
the crowded city gives to those who dwell 
In it, yet are not of It. As Horace used 
to recall the bubbling fountain of Ban- 
dusia and the rough hills of his boyhood 
home while still delighting In the stir and 
bustle of the Forum and the bohemianism 
of the haunts not far from the Suburra.

Mayor E. N. Flynn, of Jeffersonville, 
when asked last night If he had hoard 
anything from the United States Treas¬ 
ury Department regarding the change 
of site for the post-office, replied that 
ho had, but did not care to discuss the 
subject at that time. Asked further If 
the reply was satisfactory, he answered 
that It was very much so. When asked 
a third question as to whether he con¬ 
sidered the site finally decided upon, 
his reply was: "Yes, practically so." 

It was the original Intention to place 
the post-office at the southwest comer 
of Warder Park, but by this arrange¬ 
ment the Carnegie library building 
would not be on a line with It, but 
some distance back and almost in the 
center of the grounds from east to 
west. To relieve the bad looks that 
would necessarily follow It was de¬ 
termined to ask the department to ac¬ 
cept a site at Lhe northwest corner of 
the park, which virtually means that 
the building will be placed at a point 
at least 100 feet from where it was 
‘originally intended, but on a line with 
the Carnegie building. 

A bitter fight was Inaugurated against 
the change by a number of people In 
Jeffersonville, and women went about 
the streets carrying petitions to be filed 
in protesting against the new site be¬ 
ing selected. In the last few days ef¬ 
forts have been made to secure ground 
for a new site at a point not heretofore 
considered, but In a desirable locality 
near the High School building, but 
what progress has been made has been 
kept quiet. It was the intention to of¬ 
fer this site to the Government In hopes 
the location In Warder Park might be 
rejected, but according to what Mayor 
Flynn said last evening there will be 
no necessity of going ahead with the 
project. 

Concurrent with the statement made 
by Mayor Flynn last evening, John C. 
Zulauf, president of the Citizens* Na¬ 
tional Bank, gave out the Information 
yesterday that work on tearing down 
a two-story frame business house at 
Spring street and Court avenue would 
be begun on Monday morning to make 
room for what he said would be the 
finest block so far built In Jefferson¬ 
ville. The comer room Is to be occu¬ 
pied by the Citizens* National Bank 
and James E. Burke has leased a 
ground floor apartment fronting on 
Spring street for a cool office. Mr. 
Zulauf said that the building would 
contain thirty-seven office apartments, 
every one of which had been spoken for 
and the cry was for more. The new 
building will be Immediately opposite 
Warder Park, where the post-office site 
has been selected. 

CRUSADE FOR PURE FOOD 

Begun By Board of Health Authori¬ 
ties In Jeffersonville Yesterday. 

A. W. Bruner, a Sitate pure food In¬ 
spector. was In Jeffersonville yesterday, 
and with Dr. W M. Vanble, secretary 
of the County Board of Health, went 
the rounds of the city in search of 
milk wagons, taking samples as fast 
os one was found. With one or two 
exceptions all of the milkmen were 
found. The samples will be taken to 
Indianapolis and there analyzed by the 
State chemist, and a Teport will be 
imade in* the next few days. 

Under lhe new pure food law that 
any person by himself, servant or 
agent, who sells, exchanges or has In 
his custody milk adulterated with 
water or any other foreign substance 
or milk produced from cows fed on 
distillery slop or milk that contains pre. 
servatlves, Is liable on conviction to a 
fine of not less than $10 nor more than 
$30. for the first offense; a fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than $100 for 
the second, and for the third and sub¬ 
sequent convictions $100 and imprison¬ 
ment in Lhe county jail for not less 
than thirty days nor more than ninety 
days. 

After the milk samples had been se¬ 
cured the butcher shops were visited, 
and samples of fresh sausage were 
taken and will be analysed. The sev¬ 
eral slaughter-houses were inspected, 
and It was found an effort was being 
made to clean all of them and put them 
in a sanitary condition, an order hav¬ 
ing been Issued to that end recently. 
Inspector Bruner and Dr. Varble went 
to the photograph gallery of G. W. Fin¬ 
ley and instructed him to take pictures 
at the expense of t he Sta te. 

CAN’T GET MONEY CLAIMED. 

Henry Knobloch Had Sued To Collect 
Commission On Taxes. 

The Indiana Supreme Court has ren¬ 
dered a decision In a case of consider¬ 
able importance to the entire State, 
and which was appealed from the Clark 
Circuit Court at Jefferson vIMe, the 
opinion affirming the finding of Judge 
II. C. Montgomery. He sustained a 
demurrer of Joseph A. McKee, County 
Attorney, in a suit uhder the title of 
the State of Indiana ex rel Henry 
Knobloch. agalnnt George B. Parks. 
Auditor of Clark county, to compel the 
defendant by mar.data to draw his war¬ 
rant for $1,321.68 on Isaac G. Phipps, 
Treasurer of Clark county. The re¬ 
lator asserted that amount was due 
him cs a commission for placing om.t- 
ted property on the duplicate under 
a contract with the Board of County 
Commissioners, entered into during the 
year 1003. 

According to the contract. there be¬ 
ing no denial It was made. Knobloch 
was to receive 25 per cent, of all the 
collections made on omitted property 
he had placed on the duplicate as a 
‘Hax ferret.'* Aft*>r Knobloch had gone 
to work he found that the Baltimore 
and Southwestern Railroad Company 
had been paying Utica township taxes 
that really belonged to Charlestown 
township, the amount at the time of 
the discovery being $5,286.84. The road 
at once paid the money and Knobloch 
demanded his comfinisslon. which was 
denied him. He th^n filed suit In the 
name of th- State of I ml Inna to man¬ 
date Auditor Parks to draw a warrant 
for the money.

This is the first case 
In Indiana In which the question has 
been advanced.

On the Training of :: 
the Human Plant.:: 




In his experience with plants Mr. 
Burhank has drawn many conclusions, 
the majority of which, in the present 
volume, he applies to the human child. 
Ho thinks we have a most exceptional 
chance in this country to breed a plant 
that will prove superior to anything 
ever before seen in the history of hu¬ 
man civilization. He believes the 
crossing of species to be of paramount 
importance. In the United States we 
have the material, but hitherto nature 
has never been assisted by man. The 
hope of all progress rests upon future 
selection. 

No child, he thinks, should be sent to 
vchool before It is ten years old. The 
first requisites are sunshine, nutritious 
food and healthful environment. It 
goes without saying it U brutal to bring 
children up in cities. The country is 
the only place. Over-education he 
considers the curse of modem child- 
life in America, and it Is worse that* 
absurd to bring up children In masses 
"Running children through the same 
mill In a lot, with absolutely no real 
reference to their individuality,” be 
calls it. 

A child is the most sensitive thing 
in all the world. It absorbs environ¬ 
ment. Rightful Influence exerted when 
the child Is in its most receptive condi¬ 
tion, or in the first ten years of its life, 
will produce immediate and perma¬ 
nent effects. It must never know the 
meaning of fear, all Its training must 
be done In love. One cannot water a 
plant one day and neglect it the next. 
It requires constant watching in faith¬ 
ful desire to bring it to perfection. 
Persons who do not love plants can 
never cultivate them successfully, nor 
can a hater of children ever be of bene¬ 
fit In perfecting their characters and In 
making of them the perfect human 
plants they may become. 

The child must be normal physically. 
Tho tendency of our modern education 
is to wreck the nervous system of the 
child. He thinks the devil must enjoy 
the spectacle of a child who Is sent to 
a kindergarten at the age of three or 
four, and whose torment is added to 
slowly and systematically day by day, 
until he enters the primary school at 
five and Is pushed until he Is ten. His 
nervous system is impaired. '"You have 
now laid a broad and deep foundation; 
outraged nature may be left to take 
care of the rest," 

No matter what the educator may 
gay, this is true. The child can never 
be what he could have been had he 
been served as the cultivator serves a 
precious plant- "Nothing else Is doing 
so much to break down tile nervous 
system of Americans, not even the in¬ 
sane rushing of maturer years, os this 
over-crowding and cramming of child- 
hfo before the age of ten. And the 
mad haste of the maturer years Is the 
legitimate result of the earlier strain.*' 
The opportunity in now presented in 
this country of developing the finest 
race the world has ever seen out of the 
vast mingling of races brought here by 
immigration. The marriage of the 
physically unfit should be condemned. 
This and the fundamental principles of 
education should be the subject of sci¬ 
entific Investigation. The book is ex¬ 
cellent and sound from beginning to 
end.

: :Mr. Howells’ Idea of Heaven:: 


In his new book the "Dean'' gives 
his own little dream for the regenera¬ 
tion of man and the reform of society 
under the guise of letters written by 
an Altrurion from New York and a 
New Yorker from Altrurla. in the 
first part of the novel a citizen of Al- 
truria travels for the purpose of study¬ 
ing American conditions and reporting 
to his oountry. He sees New York 
with astonished eyes and nothing could 
be truer ^than the picture he repro¬ 
duces. 

The author has put Immense Interest 
in these pictures which have bevn 
written up hundreds of times before, 
but never quite after this fashion. The 
conversation at dinners, the shifty talk 
of women considered bright who can 
only feel Interest In one subject, them¬ 
selves, the man money-making ma¬ 
chine, the rushing and crushing In the 
race for riches—all are indelibly re- 
eorded. Then, the Altrurlan. Mr. 
Homos, falls In love with a beautiful 
widow who Is worth millions. For a 
time all goes well, then she finds that 
to marry him she will have to give up 
her fortune and live in Altrurla and 
she breaks the engagement—it la easier 
for a camel to go through the eye of a 
needle than for a rich woman to enter 
Altrurla. 

Homos leaves her and shekel Iseovers 
that his love means more to her than 
money and with her mother follows him 
across the ocean. As no ships run regu¬ 
larly to Altrurla she overtakes him be¬ 
fore he readies those delectable shores 
and the ceremoney Is performed. 

The second half of the book gives her 
experience In letters to a friend in New 
York. Here Mr, Howells* utopian 
scheme Is more fully elaborated In the 
dally life of Altrurla. Its principal 
feature aeems to be the absence of any 
money as a medium of exchange a*nd 
the prohibition of Idleness. Bach per¬ 
son is obliged to work at something 
for three hours a day. The rest of the 
time may be used either In recreation 
or in voluntary labor. No meat Is 
eaten In Altrurla. When Eveleth pines 
for the fleshpots her husband obtains 
permission to bring her a live chicken. 
As there are no such things as servants 
she has to see her husband kill and 
dress It so when It comes to the cook¬ 
ing she Is absolutely unable to touch 
it and buries It decently In the garden. 


Many Interesting theories arc 
broached by means of this talc con¬ 
cerning the Ideal earthly existence. Mr. 
Howells doubtless thinks he has offered 
a solution for the doibeslic problems 
that are now tearing homes asunder 
and driving the housekeeper either to 
nervous prostration or the apartment 
house.. After reading the book many 
will be eager to see his experiment 
tried—by somebody else. For with all 
the ideality with which life In Altru- 
rta is invested one feels that It must 
have been a barren, unintellectual ex¬ 
istence, without great incentive for 
achievement and offering merely the 
contentment that comes to the animal, 
well-nourished and living without fear 
of enemies.

+ Reminiscent Ramblings. 
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It Is a pleasure once In a wh‘le to 
read a book In which the modern style, 
whore description Is cut to the fewest 
words compatible with sense, is dis¬ 
carded in favon of the leisurely method 
that real reverb assumes. In these 
•‘Ramblings** the writer describes cer¬ 
tain sections of our land from the 
shores of Lake Champlain and the 
wilds of the Adirondack* to the rugged 
canyon of the West and the arid waste 
of the plain, each having Its native 
characters full of strength and original¬ 
ity stamped by environment. 

He describes his early dwelling in 
Washington county, near the head of 
the beautiful Lako Champlain, where 
tho chief occupation was farming. Re¬ 
ligion was one of the chief excitements, 
though once In a while a legerdemain 
artist gave a show of magic lantern, 
Punch and Judy, ventriloquism and 
other superlative attractions, or a cir¬ 
cus, a donation party enlivened things 
and formed topics for gossip so often 
recreated that it finally became woven 
with tradition and was passed down 
from father to son. 

But the book records ramblings. 
hence the narrator. Is not confined to 
the Northern region, but goes far afield, 
even to the regions of the outlaw, 
where life is active and something hap¬ 
pens. Into Colorado, Texas. New Mex¬ 
ico he Journeys, meeting many cele¬ 
brated personages and hearing many 
tales, some historical, some “oveer 
true.*' As a record of certain conditions 
and characters Intrinsically American, 
the book will be found of value, apart 
from its pleasing style and Its happy 
fashion of presenting vivid pictures of 
life, manners and thought peculiar to 
different sections of the country. 

The author wrote with no Intention 
of publishing, and aside from a few 
copies sent to the press and to friends, 
the book seems to be making its way 
alone and unexploited. Anyone fond of 
mldoentury history will find K futt of 
Information, while those who have wor¬ 
shipped the heroes of the war or pined 
for life of adventure In the far West, 
will enjoy the sincerity of both text and 
Uiuatratlona

“Fanshawe of the Fifth*' is a tale of 
life, manners and morals In England 
at the close of the Eighteenth century* 
Its mixture of adventure, love, religion 
and history offers variety enough to 
please the most exacting, while the 
style of writing shows tho old-time 
period In art atmosphere as quaint cs 
it is startling. 

Fanshawe himself tells the story of 
his life, and that with a blunt mod¬ 
esty that mnkes clear understanding. 
Although his career of danger, of re¬ 
buffs, offers kaleidoscopic change* the 
threads are so well handled that while 
a snarl to the hero, the reader sees 
disentanglement Is always Just ahead. 
Of course the modern critic cannot 
gainsay the way of life and manner of 
morals here limned, but they bear the 
stamp rtf veracity that convinces. 

The passages relating to the Quaker 
families introduced into the story are 
especially pleasing. The creed of th© 
Friends, their gentleness, their forti¬ 
tude undcT persecution and affliction 
keep those sharp contrasts which per¬ 
mit the episodes of fights, ^rambling, 
sport andt bloody murder from grow¬ 
ing monotonous, at tho same time pre¬ 
senting a true picture of the hardships 
endured by the sect under English* 
law’s. 

The book Is after the style of Du¬ 
mas, though written with much great¬ 
er conciseness and unity than may be 
found in the diffuse pages of thnt mas¬ 
ter. Indeed, for all the quick action 
here shown there is displayed a care¬ 
fulness in conception and construction 
that will please the most critical read¬ 
er. The book may be begun in weari¬ 
ness but it is sure to be finished In 
pleasure, for It is exceptional In every 
respect. For a story of adventure laid 
In a period when human life held little 
value, for a portraiture of the times It 
embraces, it will rank among the very 
best ever written.

and In the larger cities. He is the 
worst type of degenerate with absolute¬ 
ly no excuse for being. Mr. Hough says: 

“Deaths by violence are increasing 
rapidly. Our record Is now larger than 
any other country In the world. The 
number of homicides that are punished 
by lynching exceeds the number pun¬ 
ished by due process of the law\’* • • • 
“In the next year 9,000 people will be 
murdered. As I stand here to-day I 
tell you that 9,000 are doomed to death 
with all the cruelty of the human heart 
and with no regard for home and fam¬ 
ilies; and two-thlrdo will be due to tho 
maudlin sentiment sometimes called 
mercy.** 

He finds a great decay of the Ameri¬ 
can principles of liberty and fair play. 
We elect political representatives who 
do not represent us; we elect executive 
officers who execute nothing; we pay 
thousands of policemen to protect us 
who do not. will not and cannot do It. 
Tho only way to go for criminaJs Is to 
go prepared; even if our officers have 
sense enough to catch a criminal they 
have not strength enough to hold him. 

“What is the average policeman os a 
criminal taker? Cloddy and coarse of 
fiber, rarely with personal heredity of 
mental or bodily vigor, with no training 
at arms, with no sharp. Incisive quality 
of nerve action, fat, unwieldy, unable 
to run a hundred yards and keep his 
breath, not skilled enough to kill his 
man even when he has him cornered; 
he is the arebtype of all unseemliness 
as the agent of the kiw which to-day 
needs a sterner holding unholdlng 
than ever was the ease In all our na¬ 
tional life." 

Besides the history of outlawry. the 
book gives account of the border wars 
and of certain Individuals who have 
passed down Into history with the wild 
country they helped to make wilder 
first, but which now owes Its peaceful¬ 
ness to their bloody service*. Of the 
last one finds men of whom one’s child¬ 
hood Is full of threats and dreadful 
tales. There Is Billy the Kid, Wild BUI 
(with a record of eighty-five killings), 
tho James and the Younger gangs, the 
Daltons and many others with Inefface¬ 
able records, The author has taken 
great pains to be accurate and has 
stated with moderation facts that he 
has learned by actual presence and in¬ 
quiry on the scene of the exploits. If 
in some Instances pity for the bad man 
and admiration for his better qualities 
outweigh sympathy for his Victims It is 
because of tho glamour of time and dis¬ 
tance which makes the tale of blood¬ 
shed show, not the bloody, but the ro¬ 
mantic side.

As he concludes, the Lady of Wonder 
appears in her uncle’s doorway. She, 
too. discourses most poetically. But the 
air is full of doom. The crowd disperses 
and the act ends with the surprise of 
the lovers by Malort. and his clinching 
of FuJbert’s suspicions. 

The second act develops Helolse’s re¬ 
nunciation of the marriage bonds. She 
would leave Abelard free to walk his 
upward path, to be “the world’s and 
glory’s.” 

The third act Is cast in the old abbey 
grounds of Argmteull. where Heloise 
has retired beyond reach of Malart's 
and the world’s malice. She awaits 
Abelard. But he comes only to tell her 
he has entered the priesthood and to 
urge her to pass likewise within convent 
walls. Lines of much poetic beauty re¬ 
veal the lovers harried by their fate. 

In the last act rings the final note of 
this fate. Twenty years have elapsed; 
Abelard has followed his career; but he 
Is now only a broken old man, excom¬ 
municated for teaching heresy, his son 
and hers forbidden to exercise his priest¬ 
ly office. With this defeat and Abelard s 
death the drama end*. 

As its elements He in Abelard s ambi¬ 
tion and Helolse’s love and renuncla 
tion the drama is psychologic rather 
than theatric. As poetry, the play makes 
Its highest appeal. Us atmosphere and 
lines arc infused with much beauty. Mr. 
Torrence's fancy often plays with much 
charm. His poetic Images are wrought 
out both with strength and delicacy. 
Many lines beat with genuine poetic ar- 
dor—notably those beginning:

Prof. Von Dusen, tho thinking ma¬ 
chine, camo lawfully by his remark¬ 
able powers of tnductlve reasoning, 
having behind him many generations 
of scientific, investigating ancestors.

Fiction telling of “Billy the Kid” and 
other desperadoes has long been In keen 
demand and a certain Idea of the West¬ 
ern outlaw has become classic. Most 
of these fictional heroes are but imi¬ 
tation bad men. although there are 
some brilliant exceptions, hence it is 
not only a matter of Justice, but a real 
benefit to the world that the type 
should be pictured as it Actually ex¬ 
isted. 

One must use the past tense, for alas! 
the Western outlaw no longer has that 
rare mixture of courage and courtesy, 
that sense of Justice albeit with a rare 
quickness with the trigger, that the best 
of his class possessed. His sucocssor is 
bad without being bold or courageous 
and be lives not West but in the East 


Of one of those old stories to which 
lovers and poets are always returning 
as bees to some honey-laden clover- 
field. Mr. Torrence ha 9 made *a drama 
of much poetic feeling. 

The action rests upon the clash of the 
passionate, luckless loves of Abelard 
arid Heloise, with Abelard's ambition 
for Intellectual and spiritual power. The 
time Is those days when the philoso¬ 
pher-lover wo 3 setting Paris afire with 
hia great lectures. This ambition 
smoulders In the words of Abelard, and 
Is given further dramatic embodiment 
in two characters who wl»h to foster 
such ambition for their own ends. Ma- 
lart, a fanatical monk, is zealous to 
clinch Abelard to the service of the 
church. Fulbert, Helolse’s uncle, would 
fain redeem his own fortune by ar¬ 
ranging a marriage for his* niece more 
auspicious than one with Abelard. 
These two somber figures, relentless 
and vindictive, set their machinations 
working In the early part of the drama, 
creating an atmosphere of doom and de¬ 
feat that mingles with that of the ro¬ 
mantic loves of the tw*o protagvmists. 
This dark motif is sustained to the end 
of the drama by Malart, who glowers 
steadily like the ancient figure af Fate. 
But Fulbert. having once set his mali¬ 
cious schemes going, fades out of the 
action at the end of act II.—-not. it 
seems, with entirely artistic consist¬ 
ency. 

The first act begins in a garden court 
outside the School of Notre Dame. Abe¬ 
lard first appears. After the fashion of 
the intellectual ardor of the time, the 
students cry: “Discourse! Discourse!** 
But Abelurd’s philosophies now are all 
of love and beauty. He advises the

It I* a series 
of storlfs of grit, luck and heroism, 
and the Diamond Key is a decoration 
of honor with which the various heroes 
are invested. In the mountain regions 
of Colorado and Arizona lie the trucks 
of the Western Central railroad, “lift¬ 
ing and failing wUh the ever billowing 
earth waves.** and sometimes “brushed 
by the trailing laces of the sky,” and 
on these steep grades and dark tunnels 
and lonely stations opportunities for 
deeds of heroism come occasionally to 
the man with grit to embrace them. 
So It comes that one read* here of the 
thrilling experiences of eleven heroes 
and one heroine, “railway heroes” full 
of pluck, loyalty, unflinching courage, 
all of thorn, that is, except little Mug¬ 
gins Turney, w’ho saved so many lives 
by & miraclo not of hla own working, 
and even little Muggins hime*lf bad 
hls full share of grit.

The author assures one In a breezy 
little preface that these fables were 
conceived and written “before the 
lights had been switched upon George 
Ade,“ so that satisfied upon this point, 
one proceeds to enjoy the fables that 
follow. They are very clever, and most 
of them hit the mark with unerring 
accuracy, their slangy but clear-sighted 
wisdom epitomized into the moral short 
and sw'eet at the end of each. There 
lire quite new' versions of the old tales 
of The Grasshopper and The Ant, How 
the Animals Chose Their King, and 
many new* stories. The Wise Old Judge 
and The Seventeen Brlndle Steers, The 
Man Who Fooled Hls Wife, The Turkey 
and the Sapsueker. and h dozen others.

Th© piquant phrases, 
one may remark, are not laid on with 
a trow'd, but fit well In their places.

Electricity and Its myriad possibili¬ 
ties Is the subject of this Interesting 
story, wdilch continues the adventures 
and the experiences of the man and 
the woman In “The Wire Tappers.” 
One recaJls that In the last chapter of 
the previous volume the two agree to 
reform, to put behind them the excite¬ 
ment and dishonesty of the careers 
they hnve followed. Rut the fasclna 
tlon of that life has left a taint In the 
blood of both, and they succumb for 
the second time. Again a series of ex¬ 
citing experiences follows the yielding 
to temptation, experiences that lead to 
terrible consequences. The story la 
wvll told. It belongs, of course, to the 
realm of the detective story. Is full of 
pat situations and melodramatic crises, 
yet possesses the novelty of the elec¬ 
trical background. One might object 
that this clothing of unsound principles 
with allurement Is not a sound or 
wholesome proceeding except for the 
last chapter, where the woman rises, 
uplifted by the new influence that en¬ 
ters their lives, her soul Illuminated by 
tho beautiful truth of redemption, 
which she has realized and will make 
tho man realize.

A CADDIE OF ST. ANDREWS. By Gil¬ 
bert Watson, Henry Holt St Co., New 
York. 

Skipper, the old caddie. Is a unique 
figure, and he is drawn with a skillful 
pen. The opening picture, the little 
group of weather-beaten old caddies, 
bent and grizzled and shabby, with 
failure branded upon them, waiting dis¬ 
consolately In the dismal gray mom 
Ing for a possible engagement, show'* 
at once the skill of this pen, and In 
the very last chapter one Is mnde to 
shudder in the fearful wildness of wind 
and sea, as one looks hls last, on the 
genial skipper. A rugged, hearty, en¬ 
thusiastic old fellow T he Is, fond of com¬ 
pany and of whisky, a passionate golf 
player, and afraid of nothing except 
hls daughter. Devino. Devlna herself 
I* quite as well done. Devlna, one of 
those grim and smileless women who 
are the conscience for an entire fam¬ 
ily. and who suffer In uncomprehended 
Isolation. Into this simple, homely life 
th© matter of the treasure trove en¬ 
ters as a motive, somewhat incongru¬ 
ous, but It furnishes the plot and car¬ 
ries Devlna and Sklpp^* and his com¬ 
rades through strange adventures. The 
story Is well written and on unusual 
lines, but it should have had a steadier 
purpose. 

THE FERRY OF FATE. By Samuel 
Gordon. Duflleld & Co., New’ York. 
Baruch Volkinan, Russian Jew, na¬ 
tive of Dltomar. student at Odessa, 
favored guest of the Prefect, Christian, 
avenger, lover, conspirator, and lastly, 
once more a Jew. Is a hero of sufficient 
spirit and adventures to hold atten¬ 
tion. but he lacks that Indescribable 
touch that would have made him live, 
for he fall* to move one's sympathies. 
The background of the story, the 
wretched Jc*wish peasants and their en¬ 
vironment is Interesting, nnd the plot 
Is well worked out, but the whole book 
Is dominated by a note of convention¬ 
ality both in style and treatment, that 
takes away its living warmth. The 
work has been carefully done, so care¬ 
fully that the author has never let him¬ 
self go and has made an orthodox tale. 
The ending, how’ever. Is somewhat out 
of the ordinary, at least it is not the 
expected one. though from point of 
truth Improbable. In fact, w’ore It not 
that this very field, life among tho 
Russian Jewry, bn* been so well cov¬ 
ered bv far more delicate and sym¬ 
pathetic w'ord painting, one might say 
that this was a very good story. One 
can still say that there Is good In It 
and parts of it very well done.

MAY LOSE HIS JOB. 


BONAPARTE TAKEN TO TASK 
FOR RECENT SPEECH. 


LUMBER FOR PANAMA CANAL 


Washington, May' 3.^T Spec fill. ]—Under 
orders Issued by tho President to-day* 
MaJ. Gen. John F. Weston, a native of 
Kentucky, will assume command of the 
Philippine division of the United States 
army on November I, relieving Gen 
Leonard Wood. Gen. Weston has a 
long and creditable record, and hls as¬ 
signment to the Philippines gives to tw o 
Kentuckians. Gen. Bell, Chief of Staff, 
and Gen. Weston, the two most im¬ 
portant positions In tho service. 

Gen. Weston, who was a Louisville 
boy, entered the service a First Lieu¬ 
tenant In the Fourth Kentucky Cavalry 
In 1861. He served gallantly through 
the Civil War and was mustered out 
as a Major. Two years later he w*as 
appointed a Second Lieutenant in tho 
Seventh cavalry, became a Captain In 
1875, and was promoted to a Colonel¬ 
cy in 1898. 

At the beginning of the Spanish war 
he was appointed by President McKin¬ 
ley a Brigadier General In the volun¬ 
teer service, and at the conclusion of 
tho war was given similar rank in the 
regulars. For the past two years he 
has been in command of the Depart¬ 
ment of the Missouri. 

• • • 

Col dwell May Go. 

That Ernest Cold well. Collector of 
Internal Revenue of the Nashville, 
Tenn. district will have to walk the 
plank as the result of the Administra¬ 
tion’s alliance with the Evans-Sanders 
faction. Is now feared by supporters of 
Representative Brown low. Coldwell is 
a strong Brownlow adherent and owes 
hls appointment to the Congressman. 

The office of Collector at Nashville is 
one of the most powerful In the State 
owing to the number of employes, 
there being about seventy-five, and It Is 
considered natural that the Adminis¬ 
tration should be in possession of it in 
case of a fight for delegates. Coldwell 
has only served one year of hls pres¬ 
ent term, but In. the removals which 
have so far been made on account of 
suspected lukewarmness to the Admin¬ 
istration, no attention has been paid 
to the expiration of terms. 

So far as can bo learned at the Treas¬ 
ury Department no applications for 
Coldwoll’s place have yet been filed, and 
it Is the understanding hero that the 
Evans-Sanders faction has not yet 
agreed upon the candidate It will sup¬ 
port. 

Representative Brownlow Is still 
shouting for Roosevelt for another term 
but hls voice does not seem strong 
enough to penetrate the White House 
pantry. 

• • • 

Oklahoma's Constitution. 


Attorney General Bonaparte, by direc¬ 
tion of the President, Is now consider¬ 
ing the legality of the Oklahoma Con¬ 
stitution of Oklahoma, which was 
some time ago placed in the hands of 
the President by Representative Wat¬ 
son, of Indiana. Mr. Watson expressed 
the opinion that the Constitution was 
such a conglomeration of legislative en¬ 
actments that be thought the President 
should refuse to give It hls approval, 
which would have the effect of not 
admitting the new State at this time 
and therefore depriving the Democrats 
of five electoral votes in the presiden¬ 
tial Section of next year. 

Just at present Mr. Bonaparte is so 
busy in the Baltimore mayoralty cam¬ 
paign that he will not be able to resell 
a decision on the Oklahoma Constitu¬ 
tion for several days. The head of the 
Department of Justice is in hot water 
over a speech he delivered in Boston 
last Saturday. In Its course he stated 
that the only distinctive Democratic 
principle in Maryland is that every 
regular Democrat ought to cheat ad 
lib at all elections when he can escape 
punishment. In a long editorial in the 
Baltimore Sun this morning Mr. Bona¬ 
parte’s speech is reviewed, the following 
being a sample; 

"Mr. Bonaparte has had the advan¬ 
tage of social position, of wealth and of 
education, and hls Maryland feilow- 
citizenp have the right to expect, and 
demand, that when they are the sub¬ 
jects of hls comments he shall at least 
have that ordinary regard for mere 
truth that is expected of the ordinary 
gentleman. 

"Mr. Bonaparte owes an apology to 
the many thousands of honest and 
reputable citizens whom he slandered 
in hls Boston speech. But whether ho 
has the manhood to make that apoiogy 
or not. he cannot convince those who 
know conditions In Maryland that our 
politics are altogether rotten or that 
the great majority of the people are 
corrupt and dishonest."

"There is no doubt. In my Judgment, 
as to the result of the municipal cam¬ 
paign In Baltimore next Tuesday.” said 
Senator Isidore Raynor, of Maryland, 
to-night/* "The Democratic party wl I 
win the contest by a substantial ma¬ 
jority. I cannot give figures, but it 
wilt be larger than we have had for a 
long time. For the first time in many 
vears the party is thoroughly united, 
the Independent vote is with us, and 
the Republican party Is divided.

Eighteen months in advance of the 
date of the assembling of the Iniemo- 
tkmal Congress on Tuberculosis, which 
will be held in Washington in Septem¬ 
ber and October of 190S, Louisville peo¬ 
ple who are members of the Kentucky 
Anti-Tuberculosis Association and oth¬ 
ers who are interested in the move¬ 
ment to stamp out consumption, are 
watching closely and aiding actively 
the preparations being made for the 
holding of the Congress.

Nones, of Louisville, t* president, that 
the delegates sent from the local or¬ 
ganization. on their return from Wash¬ 
ington, will be accom<i>anied by some 
of the distinguished foreigners who are 
prominent in the fight. At that time 
the association will have the sanato¬ 
rium, which It plan® to open on or 
by July 4, and its public dispensary, 
which It hopes to have in operation 
next month, well established and hopes 
to be able to show such world-re¬ 
nowned campaigners as con be per¬ 
suaded to pay a visit here what is be¬ 
ing done in Kentucky toward the 
stamping out of the fl^ourge.

During tho hottest part of the presi¬ 
dential campaign In 1908 Washington will 
be tho scone of one of the most Important 
scientific congresses ever held In America.

If a congress on tuberculosis can draw 
many hundreds of Americans to Wash¬ 
ington In the critical stages of a presi¬ 
dential campaign, there can be no doubt 
that the modern crusade against the 
Great White Plague la the most absorbing 
contest which medical science has ever 
waged. The anti-tuberculosis campaign 
has. Indeed, "caught on" with the Ameri¬ 
can people, and is going forward in dead¬ 
ly earnest, but an outsider may doubt 
whether it can compete successfully with 
so great a political upstlr. Having In full 
view the intense preoccupation of public 
interest at that time, the National Asso¬ 
ciation for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis has chosen the time and 
place for tho International Congress to 
suit the pleasure and convenience of the 
foreign members and delegatee, and the 
association has not the slightest doubt 
that the congress will be a great success. 

The directors and council of the Na¬ 
tional Association include the most noted 
authorities on tuberculosis tn this coun¬ 
try, and they are. besides, wise men in 
public affairs. Their plans contemplate 
something far broader than a convention 
of scientific men. They expect to have a 
tuberculosis exhibition, which, up to its 
date, will surpass In variety and Interest 
anything of the sort ever attempted *1 he 
collection of Illustrative objects has been 
going on in this country for several years, 
and the exhibition method of educating 
the public on this subject is employed In 
many foreign countries. During the three 
weeks, while this exhibition Is in progress, 
visitors can loam what Is going on, the 
world around, in the fight against tuber¬ 
culosis. The exhibition will be open and 
free to the public at all times, and It* 
contents will be as interesting to the man 
In the street, or to the High P.VjJ 1 ' 

as to the savant. Tuberculosis exhibition* 
have been held In many American cities 
and have attracted visitor* by thousands. 
The value of tho exhibition as a tncanz 
of arresting popular attention has there¬ 
fore been proved by experience.

Many Distinguished Scientists.

In the exhibition, a great collection of m- 
teTViSting things, but the Ciongree* itself

-persons. Many of the durtingutshed nu- 
thorRio* on this subject in Greet Britain, 
Germany, France and Italy, arc WKle.y 
known by non*? in country.

scientific men are seldom Lravoters, and 
thev are not much 4*een in public. The 
most important men from the«<* countrUs 
will attend the International Congress on 
Tuberculosis, not only for the purpose 
of discussing the subject In the scientific 
sessions, but also to make public ad¬ 
dressee* In Washington and other clU*«. 
There wIM t>e thirty of these public lec- 
rurc* in Washington, each one by a for¬ 
eigner distinguished ns an authority on 
tuberculosis. Beridcs the famous men 
whose names will occur to well-informed 
Americans, memte of the great men from 
remoter and less known countries will bt> 
seen and heard on the public pot form. 
The groat men of medicine In Sweden. 

Au*tra>'a 
and New Zealand, arc known In this coun¬ 
try only to the Inner circle of scientific 
nKdlcJra*.

R. A. McDowell, chairman of 
the Special Telephone Committee, pre¬ 
sented rt lengthy report lo the Board of 
Director* of the Commercial Club Thurs¬ 
day night, in which he condemned the 
ordinance and said that it offered two 
many loop holes, and that citizens wore 
not protected from an Increase ;n the 
rotes by possible collusion between the 
Home and Cumberland companies. Mr. 
McDowell was not able to present hls re¬ 
port to the other members of the com- 
mlttee IWore he presented It to the Beard 
of Directors and called a meeting of the 
commitree yesterday afternoon for that 
purpose. The committee discussed the re¬ 
port ftilly and adopted it. It was also 
decided to ask Dr Yager to call a sim- 
clal meeting of the committee fur some 
day before Tuesday to hear arguments 
against the ordinance. A letter was sent 
him, but h«* had not received It last night. 

Mr. McDowell uald last night that one 
vital defect In the ordinance had not been 
brought out clearly In hi* report. He 
said triot while the new ordinance pre¬ 
vents the consolidation of the Cumber¬ 
land and Home Telephone Companies It 
mokes no m^nMon of co-operation and 
collusion, which are distinctly forbidden 
by the old ordinance. 

"If ihe proposed ordinance were adopt¬ 
ed." said Mr. McDowell, "citizen* would 
be worse off than If the two companies 
were permitted to consolidate. They 
might enter Into collusion and raise the 
rates to any point. Then citizen* would 
be forced to subscribe to two phones at 
enormously high rates, whereas the pur¬ 
pose of the comnetltlon la to provide 
lower rates. If the two companies were 
consolidated the rates would be Just an 
high, but there would be no nccea*1ty 
for subscribing for more than one tele¬ 
phone.’’

ORLANDVVICK COMES TO-DAY. 


S EVERAL, now angles In connec¬ 
tion wtth the coming Kentucky 
Derby developed yesterday. One 
of these was the fact that a 
good deal of rain fell yesterday afternoon 
iLnd last night, and the track may be 
heavy. In which event many weli-lald 
pinna would be upset. 

Another matter worthy of serious con¬ 
sideration. and one which may put a 
different aspect on th© race. Is that Red- 
guuntiet late yesterday afternoon worked 
a mile and a quarter, the full Derby dis¬ 
tance, In 2:09. This work was don© over 
a track that was not fast, and the route 
was negotiated near the center of the 
course or bn the outside of the '’dogs,'* 
which had been placed on the track to 
prevent horses from cutting U up. 

While this time is 1 4-5 seconds slower 
than that of Arctte in his Anal trial 
Thursday morning, it la a remarkable

gauntlet will he an absolute certainty.

AFTER LEAD FOR PLUMB-BOB. 


Washington, May 3.—The projected 
•'commercial agreement" between 
America and Germany, whi<& la to gov¬ 
ern the trade relations of the two coun¬ 
tries for an Indefinite period. Is com¬ 
posed of four distinct portions. First, 
there la the "agreement" Itself, which 
extends to Germany the reductions of 
duty authorized on all of the articles 
mentioned in the third section of ihe 
tHngley act. This, in fact, amounts 
simply to the addition of champagne* 
and sparkling wines to the list of arti¬ 
cles upon which Germany has reduced 
rates. The reduction of duty on cham¬ 
pagne at $2 per bottle would amount to 
a little more than 318,000, which is the 
monetary value of one concession to 
Germany, supposing the trade does not 
greatly increase. 

Other articles of the fundamental 
agreement provide for the speedy ap¬ 
plication of the new rates; to their ex¬ 
tension to the whole custom territory 
of the parties, and to the concession of 
a list of American articles upon which 
minimum rates will apply on importa¬ 
tions into Germany. 

The second part of the agreement is 
a detailed statement of the list of arti¬ 
cles above referred to. At present all 
American products are admitted into 
Germany at minimum tariff rates. 
Hereafter only the specified articles 
may be admitted. It is stated that the 
list contains 1)7% per cent, of the Ameri¬ 
can Imports into Germany, including 
grains, fruit, timber, meats (except ba¬ 
con), petroleum and Us products, leath¬ 
er goods, shoes, certain classes of In¬ 
dia rubber goods, paper and paper 
stock, stones, glassware, railroad iron 
(not rails), steam and gas engines, pho¬ 
nographs, vehicles, small arms, locks, 
watches, music boxes and organs. Gen¬ 
eral machinery and typewriters are 
subject to maximum rates. 

The tfilrd section of the agreement 
©omprlses a proposed note embodying 
change in the existing American In¬ 
structions to customs and consular of¬ 
ficers. These changes are not limited In 
their operation to German Imports, but 
are applicable to Imports from many 
other countries. Most Important is a 
definition of market value as of thc^ 
place where the goods are sold wholly 
for export; the provision that reap- 
t>ralsement hearings shall be open un¬ 
less the Board of Appraisers certify 
that the public Interests would suffer 
thereby, and the requirement that 
'American Treasury agents in Germany 
shall be diplomatically credited to the 
German Government and co-operate 
with the German Chambers of Com¬ 
merce, whose certificates of value shall 
be competent evidence. 

The last section of the document Is 
an undertaking by the President to rec¬ 
ommend to Congress the amendment of 
Section 32 of the Dlngley act. so as to 
allow a 10 per cent, margin In the 
case of undervaluations before penalty 
shall be Imposed upon the importer. 

Irish Exposition. 

Dublin, May 3.—The Irish Interna¬ 
tional exhibit, which opens here to¬ 
morrow, Is an event of far-reaching In¬ 
terest to Ireland. Men of all classes, 
creeds and policies headed by the Mar¬ 
quis of Ormond have worked mdefati- 
gably, a guarantee fund of nearly tl,- 
OOO.OCO has been»raised and an exposi¬ 
tion eclipsing anything previously at¬ 
tempted In Ireland Is assured. Few 
foreign nations have become Interested 
in the enterprise, foremost among those 
participating being France. Italy and 
Japan, but the* colonies have sent fine 
exhibits. 

Arguing Standard Oil Case. 

Chicago. May 3—In presenting argu¬ 
ments to-day on his motion for a new 
trial in the Standard Oil case recently 
decided ngalnst that company in the 
United States District Court, Attor¬ 
ney John H. Miller declared that the 
Elkins act as applied to Interstate 
shipments Is In violation of the four¬ 
teenth article pf the Constitution of the 
United States. It is probable that the 
arguments in behalf of a new trial 
will consume the greater part of to¬ 
morrow. 

Alleged Dredging Trust. 

Cleveland, O.. May 3— Louis P. Smith, 
of the L. P. and J. A. Smith Co., Great 
Lake drpdgers, filed suit In Common 
Pleas Court here to-day asking for the 
dissolution of a dredging trust, which, 
he says, exists. He declares that the 
Great Lakes Dredge and Pock Com¬ 
pany. which took over the L. P. arul J. 
A. Smith Company, of this city, and the 
Lorain Dredge Company are In an 
agreement which Is contrary to the 
Valentine anti-trust law. 

Injunction Against Scalpers. 

Norfolk, Vo,, May 3.—Judge Frentlfl, 
In the Norfolk City Circuit Court, to¬ 
day* granted an Injunction until May 
30, restraining all ticket scalpers in 
Norfolk from buying or selling railroad 
or other transportation nontransfer- 
able passenger tickets. A motion for a 
permanent Injunction was set for a 
hearing on May 27. The action to-day 
against the scalpers was taken In con¬ 
cert by eleven railroads and transpor¬ 
tation companies.

Little Hock, Ark., May 3.—A Legisla¬ 
tive Committee, which has been in¬ 
vestigating the erection of a million, 
dollar State House, reported to-day.

STEAMBOAT EXCURSION 


New York, May 3— R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly trade review to-morrow will say: 

Spring retail trade Is backward because 
of the unusually late season and tardy 
distribution of merchandise is also caus¬ 
ing complaint of delay In mercuntibs col¬ 
lections, but there is confidence that most 
of the postponed business will be made up 
when weather oontl&lons become normal 
Dealers purchased freely from manufac¬ 
turers in anticipation of a record-breaking 
season, and deliveries are mill coming 
from the mills and factories; shipments 
being facilitated by Improved traffic con¬ 
ditions. Manufacturers are active In all 
leading Industries, most plants being op¬ 
erated full time, and the outlook In tire 
steel buslneew could hardly be brighter. 
Projected building operations promise a 
good demand for all materials, burt numer¬ 
ous small labor disputes retard activity 
in this department. All controversies ov. r 
wages and hours are neither extensive nor 
alarming. Only favorable reports are re¬ 
ceived from the Iron and steel Industry, 
new business coming to Che mills as rap¬ 
idly as orders are filled, find few produc¬ 
ers are able to take advantage of pre¬ 
miums offered for prompt delivery. Ore 
has b*gun to move freely on the hikes. 
Arrangements have been made for a rec¬ 
ord year, many new vessels enlarging 
the carrying capacity. Pig Iron furnace 
are producing as rapidly as possible and 
new plants are In course of construction, 
but deliveries are tardy and most con¬ 
cerns have sold their entire output for 
this year. Large orders for cotton ties 
were placed at an advance of ten cert's 
per bundle, and the season's needs w.ll 
be provided for without delay. Pipe and 
structural shapes are among the most 
active departments, the week’s orders 
covering a very large tonnage. 

In primary markets for cotton goods, 
nhe only developments of importance was 
the sharp advance In the cost of raw ma¬ 
terial. which tended to strengthen the po¬ 
sition of producers who ware resisting 
with Increasing difficulty the pressure* to 
accept lower quotations on distant da'lv- 
erlos. As most Jobbers have concluded 
regular store business, they are not anx¬ 
ious to buy from the mills, although a 
fetv endeavor to purchase ahead for n*xt 
season. There Is little accumulation of 
stocks ami less Is heard of resale* at sec¬ 
ond hands. Export demand continues In¬ 
significant. Improvement In woolens Ibia 
received a check and the market Is await¬ 
ing developments. Mills are fairly busy, 
but the late season Is retarding progrvss. 
Extensive preparations were made for 
early business, whloh has not material¬ 
ized.

Leather Is steady, all varieties or » 4e 
being firmly held, although light upp»-r 
leather can be purchased below previous 
figures.

Commercial failures in the month of April* 
according io the reports of R G. Dun A Co.. 
were 790 In number and $11,082,096 In amount 
of defaulted Indebtedness, compared with 7t3 
failures In the same month last year, when 
| liabilities amounted to $8,059,040. The Increase 
over last year's losses occurred In manufactur¬ 
ing bankruptcies, 218 failures for $0,000,341, 
comparing with 187 defaults In 1900. when lia¬ 
bilities aggregated only $2,122.32$. Last year's 
insolvencies In this class were abnormally light, 
only one year in the post decade showing a 
smaller total, yet this year s Increase was sup¬ 
plied by thirteen large failures, the record 
otherwise showing little alteration. 

Trading failure* wero toa In number ngalnst 
575 In 1900, while liabilities of $3,485,251 were 
slightly larger than the $3,100.8**2 recorded a 
year ago. There were 88 other commercial 
failures for $1,680,604 against 81 lari year, 
when the amount Involve*! was $2,747,019. 
There were five banking failures for $txKi.S00, 
against three lost year with liabilities of $6^).- 
000, six failures In 1906 for $1,660,000, and six¬ 
teen failures throe years ago, when the In¬ 
debtedness rose to $4,857,000. Liabilities in 
April were about $3,000,0(M larger than In the 
same month of 1900 and 1906, owing to the 
few louse* of exceptional «:xe, but th) uggreg^ts 
was smaller than In April of the two yearn 
preceding 1905. and there Ms no evidence of 
fundamental unsoundness In the record for last 
month. 

It Is surprising that losses were not heavier 
In the third chua« which includes brokerage 
and real estate concerns, owing to the depres¬ 
sion In Wall street and financial pressure that 
made It difficult to secure extensions of matur¬ 
ing loans In connection with some large ball 1- 
ing ventures. The backward spring roason alro 
retarded commercial collections In many sec¬ 
tions of tho country, and the net result U on 
tho whole encouraging as ax* Indication of the 
current situation and the outlook for the fu¬ 
ture.

The Telephonic Yard Stick 

The “yard stick” by which telephone 
rates may be measured is the message 
mile. Telephone rates have to be read¬ 
justed from time to time, as the cost of 
construction and operation changes and 
as the growth in the number of custom¬ 
ers make certain reductions possible. 

The primary purpose of standard rates 
Is to make sure that thousands of cus¬ 
tomers will be treated with equal fair¬ 
ness. If one customer pays more than 
another it should be because he uses more 
messages or because his messages are car¬ 
ried more miles or because his greater 
number of messages are carried a greater 
number of miles. 

The apparent differences in rates be 
tween Individuals and between cities and 
towns can always be traced back to a 
similar difference in. the number of mes¬ 
sage miles delivered. This is also true 
as to the different rates charged by differ¬ 
ent telephone companies. You can’t get 
something for nothing even from a com¬ 
petitive telephone company. If they act¬ 
ually do business under rates that appear 
to be lower, look to what they deliver In 
message miles.

The woman started after the 
youngster and pursued him for a block 
down Market street, but he made good 
his escape, though he was recognized by 
several persons passing and the case re¬ 
ported to the Juvenile Court authorities.

The windows had not 
been In very long, when It Is charged that 
the boy’s mother had a spite fence built, 
practically putting her brother’s windows 
out of commission so far as light and air 
were concerned. It Is charged that the 
brother’s wife then attempted to knock 
the boards off the fence by means of n 
pole. While endeavoring to do this, the 
boy. It was shown In the evidence, se¬ 
cured several pieces of brick and opened 
Are upon her with the result that she was 
struck on the arm. Judge Wilson gave 
all sides a lecture and warned them to 
live In peace hereafter.

BLOOD POISONING DEVELOPS 
CAUSING DEATH. 


Trank M. Tucker, Former Chief In¬ 
spector of City Railway Company, 
Ill Since November. 


Blood poisoning, resulting from an In- 
grown nnll on the great toe of the left 
foot, caused the death of Frank Marlon 
Tucker, former chief Inspector of the 
Louisville Railway Company, at his home 
2W0 Grand avenue, at 5 o’clock Thutsday 
evening. About twenty-four years ago the 
toe was frozen by exposure to cold w*»a h 
er, and a* a result, according to the at¬ 
tending physician, an Ingrown nail m*nt- 
featod itself about a year ago. List No¬ 
vember gangrene developed, and since 
last Thanksgiving day Mr. Tucker h&l 
not been able to leave his home. 

Mr Tucker was sixty-six years of ag^ 
and was born and reared In Louisville 
When a young man be obtained a subordl 
nato position with the Louisville Railway 
Company, but owing to hts ability he 
was advanced rapidly, nnd for many year? 
he was the chief Inspector. He Is survivei 
by his,wife, who was Mrs. Mattie Rog¬ 
ers He also leaves a l>rothor. Weston 
Tucker, of Washington, who was forme ly 
Assistant City Assessor and well known 
In Louisville politics. 

The funeral services will he held at 10:31 
o’clock this mornlnr at the Parkland 
Christian church, with Interment In Cave 
Hill cemetery.

John Wood*, alias BnJley, a negro, who 
appears to have made a specialty of rob¬ 
bing pawnshop*, was given a life term in 
the nltontlaxy yesterday In the Criminal 
Court. Two Indictments had been found 
against Woods, one for housebreaking a id 
one for grand laroeny. Eaoh contained 
second and third count, charging previous 
convictions, and In accordance with stat 
urtory regulations a life term In the perA 
tentiary may be the punishment und*r 
such a condition. 

Woods Is thirty-three years of age. and 
since 1893 has spent a large part of his 
Ufo In the penitentiary on acoount of his 
fondness for the contents of pawnshop 
During that year he broke Into the pawn 
shop of F. C. Stevens and made a con 
sidembte haul of Indiscriminate articles. 
He was arrested, and, upon conviction, 
was given three years In the penitentiary 
Because be rrwide a model prisoner he re- 
oedvd seven days off In each month and 
was discharged after serving the mini¬ 
mum term. In 1900 he was again arrested 
on charge of raiding Stephen*’ place of 
business, and upon trial was given five 
years In the penitentiary. 

The Commonwealth, on this occasion, 
did not exercise Its privilege of Indicting 
on the previous conviction, which would 
have been double the sentence 
Against the defendant. It wa* 
thought that five years was suffi¬ 
cient to tirork a permanent cure In Woods’ 
burglarious tendencies, which, however, 
has apparently proven an incorrect dlag 
nosis. He was released after about three 
and one-half years of service, having got¬ 
ten the full benefit of time off for gjod 
conduct. 

The case upon which conviction was se¬ 
cured ugaJnst Woods yesterday was a 
charge of breaking Into the pawnshop of 
Simon StavUrsky on the night of Thanks¬ 
giving day and stealing articles valued at 
$293. Another case In which he Is ac¬ 
cused of grand larceny, besides two pre 
vdous convictions and In which, he Is 
charged with stealing $175 worth of arti¬ 
cles from Jacob Greenberg’s pawnshop is 
pending against the negro. It was re¬ 
manded until after the court passes on the 
motion for a new' trial. Aaron Kohn as¬ 
sisted In the prosecution.

J. C. Montelth. vice president of the 
Central Home Telephone Company, said 
yesterday that there was absolutely no 
truth in the report that a deal was on 
whereby the Bell Telephone Company had 
acquired or would acquire the lndepend 
ent telephone interests In Kentucky. Ten 
neasee, Missouri and Southern Indiana. 
The report was publisned several days ago 
that such a deal was on and that it was 
likely that the independent and Cumber 
land companies In this city would be con¬ 
solidated Mr. Montelth said that there 
was absolutely no truth in the report and 
that there was no foundat.on whatever 
upon which to bai-** such a report. 

“No negotiation of any kina have been 
entered Into,” sold Mr. Montelth. "The 
report that such a deal was on doubt¬ 
less originated from some uninformed per¬ 
son. who. hearing that the American Tel¬ 
ephone and Telegraph Company had sold 
$ 40 , 000,000 of Its oonds recently, did not 
know that the bulk of that sale was nec 
e*«ury for the payment of notes issued 
two years ago by that company and pay 
able May 1. The statement, which orig¬ 
inated In New York, Is preposterous on 
Its face for the reason that It would be 
Impossible to acquire the Independent In¬ 
terests In such a short time even If It 
were contemplated. Moreover. It Is not 
likely that Frederick P. Fish would have 
consummated any such deal upon the eve 
of his retirement from office May 1, he 
having resigned as president, director and 
member of the Executive Committee of 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. He wets succeeded by Theodore 
M. Vail. 

"The whole story is a fabrication from 
beginning to end. continued Mr. Mon- 
teith, "ar far as rhe independent Interest 
In the territory mentioned Is concerned. 
However, the Central Union Telephone 
Oompany, the Bell Company operating in 
Indiana, ha* offered to withdraw all or Us 
local exchanges from that State, excepting 
possibly Indianapolis, provided the Inde¬ 
pendent telephone exchanges throughout 
the State would permit the Bell Company 
to connect their wires with the independ¬ 
ent exchanges and give them just such 
long-distance business as could not be 
handled by the Independents for points 
that the Independents do not now' reach, 
such as New* York, Boston, Denver and 
New Orleans.” 

Mr. Montelth added that this proposi¬ 
tion had never received favorable consid¬ 
eration from the independents.

sale unffer the Judgment enforcing the 
lien, her lots brought $498. She was not 
jresent and knew* nothing of the sale of 
ler lot* until the money had been col¬ 
lected nnd distributed by the trustee to 
the beneficiaries. In her suit against the 
trustee for the value of her lots the lower 
court sustained a demurrer to her peti¬ 
tion. Held, on appeal, that, admitting 
these fact* to he true, she stated a cause 
of action against the trustee, and the 
criterion of her recovery Is the actual 
vnlite of her lots at the time they were 
sold under the Judgment.

The suicide theory Is scouted be¬ 
cause of the fact that Mr. Malone wa* not 
of a morose disposition and had never In¬ 
timated that he purposed taking his life. 
The family firmfy believes that he ha* 
met with fouil play. The missing man 1* 
described as being five feet eight Inches 
In height, weighing 165 pounds and haring 
a gray mustache and a dark complexion. 
Vr hen last seen he wore a dark overcoat 
and a black Alpine hat 
Mr. Malone was forty-eight vears of 
age and had been in the real-estate busi¬ 
ness In Louisville for more than twenty 
year* During the lost eight years he oc¬ 
cupied offices In the United States Trust 
building. He ha* a w:fe and four chil¬ 
dren. who reside in Pewee Valley. Re¬ 
cently he suffered a severe attack of grip 
and It i» po»lMe, according to relative* 
thAt his mind may have become deranged 
a* a result. The friends and relatives of 
Mr. Malone, however, have little faith In 
this theory, as the missing man seemed 
to have recovered entirely from the at¬ 
tack w’hen he disappeared.
